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A MENACE TO CONSERVATISM 
By ANDREW JAY FRAME 


President of the Waukesha National Bank, Waukesha, Wisconsin, and Former President 
of the American Bankers Association. 


T has been said by eminent men, that ‘‘The banking system of 

the United States is the worst in the world,’’ and that it is ‘‘no 

system.’’ After a careful survey of the world’s systems, both 

past and present, I am profoundly impressed, that the inde- 

pendent national banking system, from the standpoint of aiding wonder- 

fully in the upbuilding of the nation; from the standpoint of safety to 

depositors as against monopolistic branch banking and other world sys- 

tems, as illustrated in my address before the State Bankers’ Association of 

Michigan in 1902, which statements have never been challenged, and from 

the standpoint of the general regulation of the beneficent National Bank 

Act, is the best the world has ever known. But, from the single standpoint 

of the lack of elasticity (which results in wholesale cash suspension of 

banks, followed by general paralysis of trade and commerce, as against 

the progressive world’s methods of relief), the charge is undoubtedly 
justifiable. Let us supply this one great need. 

For fifteen years, on the platform before various clubs, the American 

Bankers’ Association and many state bankers’ associations, I have urged 


(17) 
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the adoption of the proved world method, shorn of its objectionable, monop- 
olistic, branch banking features; shorn of the possibility of inflation of 
over-credit-expansion. I have done this with an eye single to making a 
National Reserve Bank our servant in the day of trouble, but not our mas- 
ter at any time, and above all with an eye single to conservatism. 


National Monetary Commission 


After the calamitous object lesson of cash suspension by banks in 1907, 
Congress appointed a National Monetary Commission to grapple with the 
momentous question, that a sound solution of the problem might result. 
The Commission entered upon a campaign of education by flooding the 
country with enlightening literature, which, doubtless, has greatly im- 
pressed our people as a whole, as evidenced by the widespread interest in 
the subject and strong desire to prevent another 1907 experience. 

The Commission has also presented a tentative plan to the public for con- 
sideration and—if found best—amendment, to accomplish the object sought, 
with a view of approval by Congress as the last link to complete the chain. 

The gratitude of the American people is due to this Commission for 
bringing us a plan, as a compound whole, that prevents political or private 
control of the National Reserve Bank; a plan that in all human probability 
will prevent future suspension of cash payments by banks generally, and a 
plan so safeguarded that it can be called fairly conservative in its 
restrictions. 

American Bankers’ Currency Committee 


This plan was lately submitted to the American Bankers’ Association 
Currency Committee, which, after its asset or credit currency scheme was 
rejected has been continued for five years in the hope that a sound plan 
for relief of banks in the day of trouble, might be found. A plan that would 
prevent monopolization, inflation and over-credit-expansion., What is the 
result? 

Although the American Bankers’ Association Committee met in March, 
their revised plan was not presented to the Executive Council members 
until the May meeting in Nashville, and then not until the evening before 
or morning of the day action was to be taken upon it. As the original 
plan is quite complex, and the amendments are far reaching in their effect, 
the 70 members present clearly did not have time to digest the whole mat- 
ter, that intelligent action might be taken. A resolution was submitted 
to the ‘‘powers that be,’’ approving of the plans as ‘‘tentative,’’ but they 
insisted upon a resolution unqualifiedly approving of the plan ‘‘as amended 
by the American Bankers’ Association Committee.’’ The steam roller under 
ring control is still in operation, and so, to avoid friction, it was allowed to 
go through on the part of those who saw serious objections, fully believing 
that the objectionable features would not be accepted by the Monetary 
Commission or Congress. 

I love my friends, but I love my country more, and therefore it grieves 
me greatly to be compelled to raise any objections, but when we are about 
to take an epoch-making step toward winning the world’s financial center

for New York; towards perfecting the best banking system the world has 
ever known; toward bringing stability to our future progress, (and, as in 
the language of the lamented George William Curtis, ‘‘I carry my 
sovereignty under my own hat’’) I cannot refrain from calling my country- 
men’s thoughtful attention to these—not to my mind alone—non-conserva- 
tive amendments offered by the A. B. A. Committee to the fairly con- 
servative plan of the National Monetary Commission. 

Let us, therefore, briefly diagnose the material changes made. 

The report of a special committee of the A. B. A. Committee outlining 
a plan for the state and savings banks, also trust companies, by which they 
may accept the benefits of the National Reserve Association, is highly com- 
mendable, as it doubtless is unjust and politically impossible to pass any 
measure giving relief to national banks alone. 


Functions of the National Reserve Association 


What seems to be the material objections are the following: 

1st. Under the above head, we find, the National Monetary Commis- 
sion plan reads— 

‘‘The National Reserve Association may rediscount notes and bills of 
exchange arising out of commercial transactions, for and with the endorse- 
ment of any bank having a deposit with it, ete.’’ 


The American Bankers’ Association Committee strikes out the words 
‘‘notes and bills of exchange arising out of commercial transactions’’ and 
substitutes therefor, ‘‘Such notes as the bank may have discounted for its 
customers, rediscounted for other banks, or purchased through commercial 
brokers, the proceeds of which have been used for commercial, industrial, 
or agricultural purposes, etc.’’ 

In the name of conservatism, how can the live commercial paper, doubt- 
less intended to be based on B’s-L and other paper of a quick liquid char- 
acter, be stricken out, and substituted practically by the bank’s whole 
portfolio? Is it relief in the day of trouble, or unlimited credit-expansion 
we seek? 

As the above covers short time paper only, then follows under the Na- 
tional Monetary Commission plan two methods of relief of banks generally 
on longer time paper through rediscounts, ‘‘endorsed by the local associa- 
tion’’—first on live commercial paper and second, on deposit of ample 
security. Then follows— 

‘“‘The National Reserve Association may, whenever its own condition 
and the general financial conditions warrant such investment, purchase to 
a limited amount from a depositing bank, acceptances of banks or houses 
of unquestioned financial responsibility. Such acceptances must arise from 
commercial transactions and have a maturity not exceeding 90 days, and 
must be of a character generally known in the market as prime bills, ete.’’ 

Mr. George M. Reynolds of Chicago, in addressing the Texas State 
Bankers, lately, in commenting on the foregoing Monetary Commission’s 
methods of relief, but not the American Bankers’ Association amendments, 
made this significant statement: 
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‘*To my mind, these provisions for the extension of credit are ample 
to meet all of the reasonable requirements of business; for if you take into 
consideration the fact that the large banks in the central reserve cities will 
have the same privilege of discount with this institution that your smaller 
banks of Texas and other sections of the country will have, I think you 
will readily agree that it will provide the facilities for an amount of credit 
currency necessary to meet all ordinary or reasonable requirements.’’ 

This statement of Mr. Reynolds’ seems to clinch my contention against 
the American Bankers’ Association substitute, also opening wide the door 
to the further easy methods of expanding credits. We find in the National 
Monetary Commission plan, under the head of— 


Functions of National Banks 


2nd. ‘‘In addition to the rights now conferred by law, national banks 
shall be authorized to accept commercial paper drawn upon them, having 
not more than 90 days to run, properly secured, arising out of commercial 
transactions, ete.’’ (The words ‘‘properly secured’’ being erased by the 
American Bankers’ Association Committee.) 

With 15,000 millions of dollars of deposits in the banks of the United 
States; with a monumental pyramid of credit-expansion; with the oppor- 
tunities for rediscounts by banks generally with their reserve correspond- 
ents not abridged in the least; with enlarged opportunities to rediscount 
with the National Reserve Bank, as heretofore noted, if conservatism is to 
be our watchword, how can we consent to allow national banks generally 
to loan to their limit of assets, then loan their credit, by accepting custom- 
er’s drafts on them, especially without security, on the rubbery expression 
of ‘‘commercial paper,’’ then permitting those customers to peddle such 
paper at their pleasure? The very banks that ought not to do it, would be 
the very ones to go to the limit. The bank of which I have the honor to 
be president, would respectfully decline and it would not keep its reserve 
with any bank practicing such non-conservative methods. Any thought 
that the live, legitimate paper, secured by B’s-L, etc., is not now promptly 
eared for under normal conditions, and will not be under abnormal, if we 
have a National Reserve Bank, is too remote for argument, therefore, to 
permit banks generally to pave the way to the manufacture of additional 
credit, on top of our monumental pyramid, seems like unto Ben Franklin’s 
philosophy of quack doctoring—‘‘I was well. I wanted to be better. I 
took physie and died.”’ 

Acceptances as Used Abroad 


If acceptance privileges are to be granted to banks at all, it should be 
practiced, as in London, where it is largely confined in Great Britain, to 
strong acceptance or discount houses making it their business. Picayune 
acceptances have no public market. 

Personal inquiry as to the practice was elicited in a city of 40,000 in 
Seotland. Listen to the answer of several branch bank managers. ‘‘The 
system is not used in Scotland. They (the banks) use the ordinary system 
of bills (loans) or discounts, and of overdrafts, secured, but do not loan 
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the credit of the bank otherwise.’’ I assert, the campaign to carry out the 
idea here is greatly misleading, and to allow our banks generally to do so, 
as a conservative measure is simply unthinkable. 

Further, in Europe enlightening literature shows conclusively that the 
great bulk of the acceptances are upon drafts drawn on account of inter- 
national trade with B’s-L as collateral. Also to a much smaller degree 
against ‘‘marketable securities’’ as collateral. Acceptances ‘‘ without col- 
lateral’’ cut comparatively a small figure. 

When we consider that the foreign trade of Great Britain, France and 
Germany is 10,500 millions of dollars annually, as against one-third of that 
amount, or 3,500 millions here; and when we consider that nearly all of 
this live, paid at maturity paper, seeks the lowest international money 
market rate, is it any wonder that the great European banks hold vast 
quantities of quick, liquid assets, that, at present, in our developing state 
we cannot command? 

Here is a part of the meat in our cocoanut. Let us bend our energies 
in building up an international banking business, by throwing out our emis- 
saries to the ends of the earth; build up our merchant marine by subsidy, 
if necessary, as so-called free trade nations do, that direct connections be 
made with foreign ports; so enlarge our foreign trade that drafts accom- 
panied by B’s-L will become plentiful, and show to the world that New 
York City, like London, is the world’s market for gold at all times. Then, 
and not till then, will we have the quick, liquid paper we seek. Easy meth- 
ods of further internal credit-expansion would aggravate, but not relieve 


the disease. We are making wonderful strides, barring our merchant ma- 
rine, and if we make no mistakes we are sure to win the prize. 


Acceptances Versus Loans 


That word ‘‘acceptance’’ has, I fear, misled many to think it has a 
miraculous power to oil the wheels of commerce. Let us see. A accepts 
a draft drawn by B, and C discounts it. That is an ‘‘acceptanee.’’ Again, 
B gives a note, A endorses it and C discounts it. That is a ‘‘loan.’’ The 
liability of A and B are exactly alike in both cases. Answer—‘‘Tweedle- 
dum and Tweedledee.’’ We will concede that it is the practice in Europe 
to give acceptances or notes by customers of merchants and manufacturers 
much more than in this country. If the practice can be increased here, all 
will hail the day, but is it not now done as far as possible always with a 
view of not losing an insulted customer by asking it? Accommodation 
endorsements, except in new sections, have had their day. Such paper these 
days is not of a liquid character for rediscount, unless bankruptcy is im- 
pending and the victim wants to prolong his agony. 

I have referred to international banks. To clarify this point, let us 
consider : 

Under the head of ‘‘Functions of National Banks”’ in the National 
Monetary Commission plan, we find the following erased by the A. B. A. 
Committee: ‘‘National Banks shall not have authority to establish 
branches except in the city or town in which they are loecated.’? Why is 
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this stricken out, and why not include all National Banks? Is there a joker 
here? As the question has lately been raised as to the authority to permit 
branches under the National Bank Act, and as that Act is indefinite on the 
subject and as the Monetary Commission indicates, also the bankers and 
people generally insist, that monopolistic branch banking will not be 
tolerated in the United States, let all insist, as conclusive evidence of 
good faith, that it be ‘‘nominated in the bond’’ and then that much mooted 
question will be set at rest. The following will suffice: 


Branch Banking Feature 


‘*Branch banks under the National Currency Act, shall not be permitted 
in the United States. A trust or savings department, or both, to be con- 
sidered a part of a National Bank.’’ 

All, doubtless, will consent to the National Monetary Committee sugges- 
tion, to-wit: ‘‘The organization of banks to conduct business in foreign 
countries, etc., shall be authorized.’’ As I said before, if we are to com- 
mand international trade, we must go after it in true American fashion. 
Cultivation of the soil grows crops; neglect, weeds. International branch 
banking upbuilds; internal destroys. To illustrate. European interna- 
tional banks with their arms thrown out all over the world, turn trade and 
profits to London, Paris, Berlin, ete. So also the twenty-nine chartered 
banks of Canada, with their thousands of branches, skim the cream from 
a territory equal to ours, barring Alaska. This cream enriches the stock- 
holders of those banks largely living in London, Liverpool, Quebee and 
Montreal, and the loss falls upon the country at large. As the whole 
banking power of Canada is not equal to little Massachusetts alone, and 
Canada is practically asleep as compared with the United States, then give 
us the independent banking system of the United States, which keeps 
profits at home, upbuilds the hamlets and gives us all a live country to live 
in. There is an erroneous impression with some that the Canadian branch 
banking system is a model. Im one respect, the prevention of cash sus- 
pension by banks generally, yes! As to comparative bank failures; also 
losses to depositors (both of which the Monetary Commission reports show 
are several times ours), and in upbuilding the nation, then, NO! Let us, 
therefore, scrupulously maintain our independent banking system at home, 
and also, as outlined, seek the world’s fields as a great aid to our progress. 


Excessive Note Issues 

3rd. The National Monetary Commission to prevent inflation and over- 
eredit-expansion, presented the following automatic method: 

‘‘In addition to the authority to issue notes to replace any national 
bank notes outstanding at the time of the organization of the Reserve 
Association, it shall have the right to issue additional circulating notes as 
follows: The whole or any part of the first $100,000,000 of such additional 
notes shall pay to the Government an annual tax of 3 per cent; above 
$100,000,000 and not more than $200,000,000 may be issued at an annual tax 
of 4 per cent; above $200,000,000 and not more than $300,000,000 may be 
issued at an annual tax of 5 per cent; all above $300,000.000 shall pay an 
annual tax of 6 per cent.’’ 
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The American Bankers’ Association Committee struck out the whole 
of it, and substituted therefor the following: 

‘In addition to the authority to issue notes to replace any national 
bank notes outstanding at the time of the organization of the National 
Reserve Association, it shall have the right to issue additional circulating 
notes. We believe these notes should not be subject to tax. There are no 
considerations, either of income to the Government or penalty upon man- 
agement, that should lead to the imposition of such a tax. If, in spite of 
this fact, there are considerations that would lead the National Monetary 
Commission to impose a tax, we believe the plan suggested for a tax is in- 
correct, etc. * * * If a tax should be imposed, we believe that its 
imposition in the first instance, and its graduated increase, should be based 
on the Association’s proportion of reserve to total deposits and note liabili- 
ties; that the tax should only begin when that reserve fell to a certain 
point, and should increase inversely as the reserve decreased.’’ 


Theory Seems To Be Illogical 

Is not this theory illogical, and does it not lead to further inflation and 
over-credit-expansion? Let us see. 

We now have National Bank Notes outstanding of over 700 million 
dollars, 200 millions uncovered legal tenders and 550 millions half fiat 
silver dollars. The political economists of the world all declare such issues 
excessive. Why permit more without penalizing their further issues? 

The Bank of England breaks the law when it issues in excess of its 90 
millions of dollars always outstanding. The Bank of France averages 1,000 
millions of dollars of notes outstanding, but it keeps about 80% of coin re- 
serves versus all liabilities. Germany with but 11214 millions untaxed, 
taxes 5% in excess thereof, and it has operated over 130 times in the past 
thirty years. Our rate should be 6 per cent. 

The substitute plan suggests that ‘‘If a tax should be imposed, it should 
only begin when the reserve falls to a certain point, and should increase 
inversely as the reserves decreased.”’ 

Some have advocated that a small tax should begin when reserves fall 
below 33 1-3 per cent of total deposits and note liabilities. Let us illustrate 
its workings. 

Mr. Forgan’s Nashville Address 

Mr. J. B. Forgan, in his address before the late Executive Council meet- 
ing at Nashville, made this estimate of the condition of the National Re- 
serve Bank at the end of one year’s experience: 

Total deposit and note liabilities, estimated at $1,500 millions. 
Reserves held, estimated at 70%, ......................$1,050 millions 
Deduct 33 1-3% of $1,500 millions total liabilities, ......... 500 millions 


And we have the enormous sum of 550 millions 
Increased loans before the reserve tax would begin to operate. 

As Mr. Forgan’s estimate of loans was, ..................$200 millions 
This additional increase of 550 millions 


Would make total loans of 750 millions 
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before any tax would be operative, and then the suggested tax is so slight, 
that it would not prevent further inflation. Even 50% reserve would not 
check monopolistic loaning. Should the Reserve Bank issue gold certifi- 
cates or notes in place of our Treasury certificates then the percentage of 
reserve would be still more complicated. 

Again, the March 7th, 1911, Abstract of the Reports of National Banks 
show— 


Central reserve Other reserve 
City banks, 58 City banks, 324 
Loans and discounts $1,350 millions $1,476 millions. 
(Queries—Are the present reserve city banks willing to allow the National 
Reserve Bank with fifteen branches to enter into competition with them 
for loans on any such seale? Is it further credit-expansion in normal times, 
or relief in the day of trouble we seek? 
In all fairness do not the foregoing amendments suggested by the 
American Bankers’ Association Committee clearly spell monopoly, infla- 
tion and over-expansion of credit? 


Dislikes Branch Banking 


The conservative bankers of the country, after a clear conception of the 
facets, repudiated monopolistic branch banking and asset currency. I firmly 
believe when they get a clear conception of these amendments, they will 
repudiate them also. It would seem that this committee misconceives its 
mission, for why should conservatism be shot to death in the house of its 
friends, who ought to defend it to the last ditch? Is it because they are 
too busy to thoroughly digest or do they want to monopolize our business? 
Whatever the cause, let us aid the National Monetary Commission in evad- 
ing all objectionable features and in perfecting our splendid, independent 
banking system, with an eye single to conservatism at all times. 

What is the true mission of a National Reserve Bank? 

Ist. To be our servant and not our master, at any time. 

2nd. By holding large cash reserves that in normal periods, the inde- 
pendent banking system may obtain rediscounts with which to move crops, 
and in abnormal periods, with extraordinary note issuing powers, that our 
banks may obtain aid to the end that cash suspensions by banks generally, 
with their train of evils, may be avoided. 

Such extraordinary issues of currency should be so penalized by a 
heavy tax, that it would help us out of trouble when we are in one, and not 
so light as to help us into trouble when we were out of one. No tax, or a 
light one, clearly breeds inflation and over-credit-expansion, especially 
with our over-buoyant exuberancy. High interest rates the world over is 
the barometer and only panacea for over-expansion of credit. It is not a 
tax on commerce, but is the relief valve that keeps the boiler from 
exploding. 

3rd. It is generally conceded, that it is not its mission to monopolize 
our independent banking system. 

Therefore, these are pertinent questions for both reserve city and coun- 
try banks to ponder over. 
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Why are fifteen or any number of branches needed? If these branches 
are to do much business, then they must have very expensive outfits and 
able management cannot be inexpensive. If they do a large business, do 
they not enter into competition and tend to monopolize the present busi- 
ness of the reserve city banks? If they do a small business, they are ex- 
pensive and useless appendages. Would these not be the entering wedge 
to branch banking? 

The country banks now, if entitled to it, can obtain rediscounts with 
their correspondent banks. To facilitate this, and for further relief, the 
country banks as well as all city reserve banks holding live paper, will have 
the right of rediscount with the National Reserve Bank if organized, and 
as outlined these functions clearly ‘‘are ample to meet all the reasonable 
requirements of business.’’ 

We can confidently assert, that if we had had this contemplated reserve 
bank, without branches, in 1907, all solvent banks in New York City could 
have obtained relief by rediscounting for cash. In consequence, all solvent 
banks could have responded to calls for cash. No notice of general cash 
suspensions would have been flashed to the country. General confidence 
would not have been shattered, and thus panic averted. 

4th. It is not its function to take part of the reserves of its stockhold- 
ers, then use them to compete for loans at low interest rates, with those 
same stockholders. Its mission is to hold these reserves to quench fires in 
the day of pressure or distress and none other. Large profits is not its 
aim. It is not its mission to furnish capital to banks in normal periods, but to 
aid in moving corps, also to prevent cash suspensions in abnormal periods. 

I know that some will claim that the officials should guard against over- 
expansion of credit. Which is preferable? A tax to raise interest rates, 
as in Germany, as an automatic panacea for inflation and undue expan- 
sion, or the refusal of officers running a bank, having an open door to 
easy currency issues, with clamorous stockholders demanding rediscounts? 
The National Currency Act, with its conservative restrictions, is a bul- 
wark for all conservatives, behind which affable declinations are effective. 

Some may say I am too conservative. After a practical banking ex- 
perience of half a century, I note the great bulk of the conservatives still 
live and thrive, while the wrecks of the non-conservatives are as numberless 
as the sands of the sea. Several vigorous advocates of asset currency and 
easy methods of expanding credit, are conspicuous examples. 

This appeal is made to the conservatives of the country with the con- 
fident hope, that “Elasticity”? or the world’s proved method to ‘prevent 
cash suspension by banks, with their calamitous results, will be attained; 
also that monopoly, inflation and over-credit-expansion will be safeguarded. 
When these are accomplished, we, doubtless, will materially improve the 
best banking system the world has ever known. Let us bend our energies 
to aid the National Monetary Commission in perfecting their admittedly 
tentative plan. As our over-buoyant American can blow bubbles enough, 
let us so govern our banking system, that our wonderful progress may be 
steadied. Let true conservatism reign. 





BANKER AND EXAMINER RELATIONS* 


By SILAS H. L. COOPER 


ARDY RESUPPOSING that the banker and the examiner are 
ay capable and conscientious, I should say that the relation sub- 
(eA ) sisting between the banker and the examiner should be cordial, 

close and confidential, as the end sought is the uplift of the 
banking business on conservative lines. 

There should be two men having a correct idea in regard to the prin- 
ciples of banking and they should have but little if any trouble with the 
details. I have found it very little trouble in my experience to get on with 
men of every kind, when both understood that all that was desired was 
the right thing. In other words, if a frank understanding exists at all 
times between the banker and the examiner, or the banker and his cus- 
tomers, there is very little chance of trouble arising. 


Should Realize Responsibility to Customers 


From my point of view, the banker should realize his responsibility to 
the customers and the shareholders, and his duty to administer the trust 
upon the highest and best plane, fully realizing that he hasn’t a better 
friend nor adviser, not excepting his own directors, than the capable 
examiner. The examiner, of course, must be a man of judgment and dis- 
cretion, interested in his work and possessed of a desire to promote the 
interest of the institutions he examines, inasmuch as he also acts in a 
fiduciary capacity, so to speak, is intrusted with the duty not only of seeing 
that the laws are carried out, touching the operation of banks, but also 
that the officers are devoting their time and talents to promote the interest 
of the depositors and the shareholders alike. 

The bank officer, who is anxious that the affairs of his bank shall be 
properly administered from every point, is always anxious to acquaint the 
examiner with every detail of his business, giving him full information as 
to values, particularly as to those relating to the securities held by the 
bank in stocks and bonds or real estate. The examiner might be called 
the safety valve, and inasmuch as he could see the situation from a purely 
impersonal, unprejudiced and unbiased point of view, his counsel and advice 
should be sought, as it would be of material value. 

* Read at the annual meeting of national, state, and clearing house examiners held in Chicago on July 6 and 7 
(26) 
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The relation between the banker and the examiner should be similar to 
those of the several partners in business,—there should be absolute frank- 
ness, cordiality and confidence in each other. The banker should look upon 
the examiner as his friend and adviser, and the examiner should regard the 
banker as one in whom he has a personal interest, and was desirous of 
assisting in every legitimate way. The banker has the National Banking 
Act to guide him in the management of the bank, as well as the sound 
business principles of conservatism, etc., closely followed by all successful 
bankers and business men, that they could well be termed, “The Un- 
written Laws,’’ while the examiner has not only the Banking Act, but 
special rulings, confidential instructions from the Department, by which 
he must be governed in the performance of his duty. But he should never 
allow any rulings of the department to govern his actions when it is not 
in conformity to the broad principles of business conditions, and the peculiar 
ease under consideration, but is bound to follow the law, as construed by 
the courts. 


No Hard and Fast Rule Will Fit All Cases 


You cannot make a rule or rulings that will be applicable to all cases, 
so the examiner is bound to act on each individual case as it presents itself, 
and aside from the National Bank Act, which is very broad, he must act 
on the broad principles of business conditions as he finds them, and if the 
solvency or insolvency of the bank is not involved, he should give the 


benefit of the doubt to the bank, as the officers and directors, if they are 
honest and conscientious, being on the ground and acquainted with all 
the details and local conditions, are better able to arrive at a correct solution 
of the matters or things involved than the examiner who is only acquainted 
with the conditions in a general way. 


How The Banker Can Facilitate Work 


The banker can facilitate and make more pleasant the work of the ex- 
aminer if he will constantly keep in mind the fact that the examiner has a 
certain well defined duty to perform, which duty is to ascertain as nearly 
as possible the true condition of the bank, the character and value of its 
assets, and whether its affairs are being conducted as the law provides and 
whether or not the officers and directors are using the funds of the bank 
to an unlawful extent to forward their own individual interest or com- 
panies in which they are interested and to point out to the officers and 
directors, such instances as he may find where the law is not being fol- 
lowed, and any extended credits that he may find; and to discuss freely. 
with the officers and directors, the conditions as they exist, and to make 
such recommendations and suggestions as are consistent with his official 
duties as to the best method to correct the matter or thing complained of, 
and, where it is possible, to correct the matter while in the bank, or if he 
is unable to correct the matter or irregular things while in the bank, to 
ohtain from the directors a letter addressed to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
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rency stating what they propose to do to correct the matters or thing com- 
plained of. 

If the banker would realize that this is what the examiner is sent out 
for, and that even though he may suppress a part of the facts or otherwise 
deceive the examiner for one or more examinations, that sooner or later 
the thing or things which he is trying to conceal will be found out, it would 
be much better for the banker and would facilitate and make more pleasant 
the work of the examiner. Each time a certain thing or condition is cov- 
ered up and kept from the eye of the examiner, the more serious it becomes 
because it will be just that much more difficult to correct in the end, and 
the end is usually the suspension or failure of the bank. 


Effects of Concealment of Facts 


I venture the assertion that no bank official, who was ever so unfort- 
unate as to read upon his front door the sign, ‘‘This bank is in charge of 
the Comptroller of the Currency,’’ did not remember with regret, and 
wish he could reeall, the first time he concealed the fact from the examiner 
or made misleading reports to the Comptroller of the Currency. 

“Oh, what a tangled web we weave 
When first we practice to deceive.’’ 


Some of Lawrence O. Murray’s Reforms 


Until Mr. Murray was inducted into the office of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, it was the duty of the examiner to report to the office of the 
Comptroller, what he had been able to find out about the condition of the 
bank, rather than point out to the banker what his mistakes were and what 
he should do to correct them. The instruction of the present Comptroller 
to his examiners, is to bring directly to the attention of the directors of 
the bank under examination all matters and all things subject to criticism 
or unfavorable comment, and have corrected, if possible, while at the bank 
the matters subject to unfavorable comment. The effect has been highly 
beneficial to the banks,—under this method of examinations ninety-five per 
cent of the letters of criticism, technical and otherwise, heretofore found 
necessary has been dispensed with, thereby making practically a Deputy 
Comptroller of the Currency of each examiner in the field. I am sorry 
to say that some bankers resent this and feel that criticism, if at all, should 
come from the Comptroller of the Currency and not from the examiner, 
but this class is very few. 


Examiner, a Student of Human Nature 


The examiner can usually judge from the temperament of and spirit of 
cordiality manifested by the banker, to just what extent he can offer 
suggestions, and as a usual thing it would be greatly to the advantage of 
the banker, and often save lengthy correspondence with and criticism by 
the department, if he would take the examiner into his confidence and act 
cheerfully upon his advice and counsel, but if he is not disposed to do this 
and any friction is likely to arise, then it would be a better plan for the 
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examiner to make his examination and investigation as thorough and com- 
plete ‘as possible and make his report to the Comptroller of the Currency, 
embracing nothing in his report as a fact that he is not able to prove and 
substantiate should his report ever be brought into question. Then upon 
this report the Comptroller could make such criticism and comment as he 
thought the condition of the bank and the law justified. 


Attitude Where Suggestions Conflict 

If, during an examinaton, an examiner finds that another examiner or 
examiners had advised the banker to do a certain thing in a certain way, 
or made an erroneous ruling as to the position of the office on certain 
matters, then he should give the banker the benefit of his opinion of the 
matters or thing involved, and report the facts to the Comptroller of the 
Currency for his rulings and direction in the matter. I am firmly con- 
vinced that the bankers as a class are more desirous to conduct the banks 
on lines laid out by the National Banking Act and the rulings of the office, 
than the Comptroller or the examiner, if they are fully advised as to the 
rulings and constructions the office places on the statute, but if they are 
subject to different comments and different rulings by each examiner that 
may come along, they do not know what the office wants in the premises. 


Mentions An Instance of Conflict 


To illustrate this point I have in mind a case told me by a bank 
examiner. <A certain bank was in an unsatisfactory condition and the regu- 
lar examiner had made a special examination of the bank, outlining certain 
lines to be followed in order to correct the matters complained of; the 
bank officers and directors were doing the very best they could to carry 
out these instructions. Another examiner was sent to make an examination 
of the bank, and he directed the officers of the bank to disregard the former 
examiner’s instructions, and proceeded to outline his plan to correct the 
matters complained of, giving his construction of the law and rulings of the 
office. Within a very short time after the last examiner gave his instruc- 
tion, an examiner at large was sent to the bank, and after making his 
examination, he directed the officers and directors to utterly disregard all 
former instructions and proceeded to give his instructions and understand- 
ing of the law and rulings of the department. 


Making Bankers’ Task Difficult 

How that bank came out in the end, I am not prepared to say, but, how 
do examiners expect to correct these irregular matters without some definite 
and well established rules to be followed by each examiner, and when we 
discover that our ideas are not what the former instructions have been, it 
is our duty to so inform the office and allow the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency to sit as the Judge and give final directians to the bank. In this 
way the banker will know specifically the desires of the department in 
the premises. 

I think it is a mistake on the part of the examiner for him to assume 
a superior attitude or approach the banker with an air of superiority. He 
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should realize that he is making examinations of banks, officered, and con- 
ducted by men of mature years and experience, at whose feet he could sit 
and learn volumes. He should at all times be courteous and pleasant in 
his bearing, temperate and moral in his habits, discriminating in the choice 
of his associates; neat in the matter of his work, dress and personal ap- 
pearance; never doing a job of work that he is not proud of and willing 
to stand by, and he will always enjoy a reputation of being an efficient 
official and a gentleman worthy of the respect of everybody.

CREDITS AND THE BANK EXAMINER*

NY HE more credit information an examiner can absorb, the better 
Ny examinations he will make. This information is gathered from 
i many sources. He may dig it out of the credit dosiers in 
the bank he examines, he may acquire it in his confidential 
talks with the bankers or with his fellow examiners, the agency reports 
are available to him, financial and trade journals supply detailed informa- 
tion, and the newspapers frequently contain news items that bear on the 


eredit standing of some individual or corporation. 


Examiner’s Time Is Restricted 


If an examiner’s time could be wholly devoted to gathering data on 
credits in his district, he would be able to equip himself with such first 
hand information that his appraisal of a bank’s bills receivable would be 
comparatively easy and his expert knowledge of considerable value to the 
bank under examination, but important as it is this line of investigation is 
only one branch of his work. The auditing, accounting and clerical duties 
that he is compelled to perform take up much of the examiner’s time, the 
1arge number of banks under his charge allows him little leisure for inde- 
pendent investigations, and as the credit standing of borrowers frequently 
changes between examinations, he is often six months or a year behind in 
the data he may have accumulated. 

However, bad news travels fast and when a borrower begins to lose 
caste and his paper to get in bad repute, the examiner is generally made 
quickly cognizant of that fact. There are many straws which show him 
how the wind blows. For instance, the banker as soon as he gets uneasy 
concerning a line of credit demands payment in full or regular reductions. 
If unable to have his demands complied with, he calls for collateral and 
the character of the collateral the borrower can produce in such an emer- 
gency is always an index to the condition of his business. 

Single name paper is generally speaking the most liquid paper in a 
bank and the credit of the makers is the highest, while among the collateral 
loans are often found many accounts ancient and moth eaten. The liability

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ledger is a picture book showing the permanent borrower who does not pay 
because he can not, the permanent borrower who does not pay because 
the bank does not want him to, as well as the borrower whose debt is 
liquidated regularly when the season’s profits have been realized. 

And the past due pouch and the suspense account! Here are the sick 
and infirm! Some are only temporarily disabled, but the majority are 
chronic invalids or already dead and awaiting interment. 

The personal equation enters largely into the extension of credit by a 
bank to its customers. The loaning of money is not entirely a cold proposi- 
tion depending upon the financial statement of the borrower’s condition, 
and the element of good faith is a large factor in helping the banker to 
decide whether or not he shall risk the funds entrusted to him for invest- 
ment in the hands of the applicant for a line of credit. A good record 
showing prompt payment of former obligations, a reputation for success- 
ful and conservative management, a healthy and growing business are all 
taken into consideration. 


Financial Statement Is Important 


A moral risk is frequently taken when an analysis of a financial state- 
ment shows enough weakness to warrant a refusal of a loan. Nearly every 
individual or firm or corporation nowadays cheerfully furnishes a financial 
statement of assets and liabilities to the bank from which it expects to 
ebtain accommodations, but there are cases where such statements are re- 
fused and where the individual or firm is in such good standing that a line 
of credit is granted regardless of such refusal. On the other hand, there 
are also cases where the financial statements apparently warrant an exten- 
sion of credit but credit is refused because the banker feels that the moral 
risk is so unsatisfactory as to counteract the favorable statement. 

The relation existing between the bank and the borrowing customer is 
eloser than ever before. The bank insists on knowing all about the bor- 
rower’s business. It frequently supplements such outside credit informa- 
tion as it may be able to obtain from the trade, from other banks, and ~ 
trom the statements of the borrower, by having its own or an independent 
auditor make an inspection of the borrower’s books. This intimate rela- 
tionship once established between the bank and the borrower proves 
mutually beneficial. The bank is quick to see and to point out any weak 
features in a borrower’s financial condition or any wrong tendencies in 
the handling of the business. The borrower in order to conserve his credit 
standing with his bank wisely adopts the suggestions made to him. 


Competition Between Banks Is Keen 


On the other hand the borrower in sound financial condition no longer 
regards the granting of a reasonable line of credit to him as a favor. 
The reverse is really the case. Competition in the banking business is so 
keen that such a borrower is in a position to demand and to get the best 
terms. Once, however, a cordial, intimate and mutually beneficial part- 
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nership has been entered into between bank and customer neither is prone 
to sever such a connection. 

The examiner in his work of appraising the bills receivable of a bank 
is handicapped by not having had personal contact with the makers of 
the paper. He bases his conclusions upon the evidence of sound financial 
condition shown by the books and by the condition in which he finds the 
paper. Frequently an examiner will call a bank’s attention to a loan 
which appears to have been unwarranted by the financial rating of the bor- 
rower, but after the bank official’s explanation of the soundness of the risk 
from a moral viewpoint and learning the circumstances incident to the 
making of the loan, he is compelled to waive such criticism as he was first 
inclined to make. 

While it is not one of the functions of an examiner to assist the bank 
in the making of its loans he should be ready with advice and suggestions 
where he finds that the general tendency in the extension of credit by the 
bank is liable to lead to serious losses if continued. Once assured that a 
bank is using sound judgment and adopting all necessary safeguards in 
this feature of its business the examiner should devote his attention to 
pointing out the weak features of the loans that have been already made. 
No matter how carefully the loans are made by the most conservative bank, 
losses are certain to be sustained. 


Losses Generally Are Frankly Admitted 


As a general rule these losses are frankly admitted by the bank, but 
where a weakness has developed in a loan and there is even a small hope 
of its eventually working out, it is human nature for the banker to deceive 
himself by looking on the bright side only and the tendency is frequently 
to nurse along an account in the hope that some anti-toxin will be dis- 
eovered which will bring the invalid back to a healthy condition. An 
examiner should always encourage the liberal charging off of paper which 
has gotten into a suspended condition. The recovery of a loss already 
charged off is like picking the money up on the street and there is no argu- 
ment in favor of the plea so often heard that an account once charged off 
is lost sight of and the collection of the same cannot be as vigorously 
pushed as though it were carried in the live assets. 


Examiners Should Use Great Care 


Examiners should be very careful in their criticisms to avoid causing 
uneasiness in a banker’s mind concerning an account. It is very easy to 
destroy the credit of a borrower, but after an examiner has made a thor- 
ough investigation and is sure of his position he should not hesitate to 
advise the banks in his district of any facts which tend to show that a 
borrower is in an extended condition and is being granted unwarranted 
eredit. 

Examiners must be reasonable in their demands upon the banks. While 
it is a safe rule to follow in estimating losses to cut as deep as their con- 
sciences will permit—and the hardened examiner has little conscience in 
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such a matter—yet circumstances must alter cases. A crop failure in a 
community means the depreciation of Credit Standing all along the line. 
It gives the farmer a body blow, it cripples the merchantman, it harasses 
the jobber, and it causes the banker to lie awake nights. In such a con- 
tingency the examiner is warranted in showing mercy—to act otherwise is 
to destroy all hope of a retrievement which a bumper crop the next year 
will bring. 

In passing on credits the examiner must be guided by the character of 
the business peculiar to the banks under his supervision. Cotton, cattle, 
sheep, lumber, timber, whiskey, grain, mining, manufacturing and the 
many other large industries must be studied by the examiner in order to 
familiarize himself with the safeguards which a bank must throw around 
the extension of credit to those varied interests. Many of us have exam- 
ined banks in various sections of the country, a very excellent training to 
equip themselves in the handling of credits. 


All Classes of Industry Affected ; 
Every line of industry and human enterprise is represented by the 
loans of the bank in the great financial centers and the broader the exam- 
iner’s training the more efficient service will be rendered by him to the 
banks and to his superior. The city examiner insists that the loans in his 
banks must be everything implied by the word liquid, but the country 
examiner is not so strict in his analysis. A loan of $200.00 to Reuben 
Yapp running for one year, secured by a chattel mortgage on one sorrel 
mare, one mooly cow, one spotted red and white calf, one white heifer, 
three years old, dehorned, one gang plow, one new set of double harness, 
one hay rake and one single seated top buggy, would look out of place in 
the big city bank, but what examiner has the courage or right to criticise 
such a line of credit by the country bank located in the county seat. 
Fifty years ago a bank’s loans were confined to a restricted territory. 
Now a very considerable proportion of a city bank’s loans, and of many 
country banks, in fact, consists of paper of firms and corporations scat- 
tered all over the country. This paper is purchased on the open market 
from brokers. It has taken the place of and has practically all of the 
characteristics of trade paper given in exchange for some commodity. It 
bears short maturities and is paid when due. It liquidates itself. Banks 
utilize paper of this character as a secondary reserve. Chicago banks are 
probably the largest absorbers of ‘‘purchased paper’’ and at this writing 
there is probably $150,000,000 in the banks in this city. 


Paper Sold By Commercial Brokers 


At periodical intervals a failure is recorded of a concern which sells 
its paper through brokers. Evidences of fraud are generally unearthed 
after such a failure and one of the problems that must be solved by banks 
which are purchasers of commercial paper is to devise a better check on 
those borrowers. Every city bank maintains a credit bureau which is daily 
making inquiries of its correspondents or credit agencies regarding the 
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eredit standing of the makers of paper which is offered to them for pur- 
chase over their counters. Answers to similar inquiries are also made 
and the city bank acts as agent and adviser for its country bank customers 
in the purchase for them of paper of this character. If the financial state- 
ments issued by concerns selling their paper on the open market were to 
be absolutely relied upon, there would be no need for the exchange of this 
eredit information between banks, but there is always the fear that more 
liabilities than reported exist. The maintenance of these credit bureaus by 
city banks is a heavy expense, there is much waste effort, and there are 
as many duplications of the work as there are paper buying banks. 


Plans Suggested as Safeguards 


Several plans for the concentrating of this credit information have 
been suggested, but a practical solution is yet to be found. The establish- 
ment of registration bureaus is one scheme. 

The 1911 Convention of the Minnesota Bankers’ Association held last 
month passed the following resolution: 

‘‘Resolved, That we re-affirm our recommendation of last 
year that further safeguards be thrown around the issuance 
of what is commonly known as commercial paper; that we 
renew our suggestion that our members confine their purchase 
of notes to those issued by concerns which provide signed 
statements, certified to by regular chartered accountants, and, 
believing that it is both practicable and desirable that all such 
paper be registered, we ask the Executive Council to arrange 
a system of registering with some responsible trust company 
or other approved agency the notes of those concerns which 
desire to float their paper, and of providing a proper auditing 
of the statements furnished by such concerns. We would also 
advocate that the council furnish a list of chartered account- 
ants whose certificates may be accepted with confidence by 
the bankers of Minnesota.’’ 

In this connection the plan adopted by the Minneapolis banks in having 
expert accountants make periodical audits of the elevator concerns, which 
are large borrowers in that locality, is an excellent one, and the exchange 
of confidential information furnished by these reports a valuable guide to 
assist the banks in making advances. 

Comptroller Working Out a Plan 

The Comptroller of the Currency has been working on the problem 
and consideration has been given to the establishment by him of a credit 
bureau at Washington, available to the banks of the country. Such a plan 
is obviously impractical. In the first place he has not the machinery at his 
command to do the work and assuming that the national banks would co- 
operate with him, the state and private banks are not under his supervision 
and their co-operation in such a movement at the present is not entirely 
feasible. He has, however, done a great deal with the means at his dis- 
posal in assembling at Washington credit information which is available 
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to his own examiners and to state examiners as well. The national bank 
examiners all over the country once a year forward to Washington the 
names of makers of paper scattered through their respective districts and 
the amount of borrowings of this character. There are lines of unsecured 
accommodations and the names of the banks are not given. This informa- 
tion is tabulated in Washington and is then distributed among the exam- 
iners with confidential instructions regarding its use. 


Some Difficulties Encountered 


The difficulty in obtaining effective results in this work is due to the 
fact that the lines of credit as reported are not of a concurrent date and 
the information from the state and private banks is only partially included. 
The good that is obtained is due to the fact that the examiners are estab- 
lishing credit files for their own use and are posting themselves concerning 
credits. The annual meetings, which they hold, where exchange of in- 
formation of this character is a feature, are also helping them to become 
more familiar with the business conditions in other districts than their own 
and are tending to make them more efficient in their work. 


Clearing House System Indorsed 


In the opinion of the writer the clearing house examination system, 
which is being established in every city of any size in the country, will in 


the near future develop in these financial centers to such an extent that 
a practical and efficient plan will be devised to utilize this agency of the 
banks for the ready exchange of reliable credit information between banks 
in the same city and between clearing house examining bureaus in different 
cities. The very fact that the banks have gotten together to such an 
extent as to permit a joint employe to examine their affairs has meant the 
sweeping aside of the barricades with which each bank has guarded its 
business secrets. Why should they not join hands for the common weal 
by confiding to their joint agency credit information shown by their books 
which is beneficial to all alike.

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WESTERN FARM MORTGAGE AND INVESTOR

<I NC E olden times all knowledge has come from the East and 
still comes to-day. The further West we go, therefore, the 
more we depend on the East to furnish us with such informa- 
tion as we need to successfully cope with the problems of Life. 
This tendency to look to the East for new methods was of great advantage 
to the East, when it began to look for a market for its securities and in- 
securities among Western investors. The reason for its great success in 
that direction is not difficult to understand, when we consider the fact, 
that the training of the brain has been carried on in the East for a longer 
period than in the West. While the western pioneers were working with 
ax and shovel the eastern brother had time to devote to the finer things 
of life and it is only natural that the Eastern lawyer has always been 
regarded as a being of higher attainments than his confrere of the West. 
He certainly attained earlier that mastery of the English language which 
enabled him to draw up papers of incorporation with such skill, that one- 
man control of certain products became possible. He also is responsible 
for the creation of those money wizards, who without coming in conflict 
with the law were able to unload on an unsuspecting public securities, 
which only after an all too long time were found to be indigestible. To- 
day such investments still find millions of hard-earned dollars, that at one 
time belonged to those who could least afford to lose them. 





Must Needs Create a New Field 


When the Western Farm Mortgage came on the market as a legitimate 
investment it found no eager public awaiting, no oil-tongued promoters were 
behind it but the simple western banker, who knew the man that needed 
the money, and knew the land on which such loan should be made. 

A few Life Insurance companies were the first to grasp the opportunity 
to secure real securities for their funds and to reap the benefit of their 
foresight by the favor with which they came to be regarded by the bor- 
rower, who eventually became also a purchaser of their insurance. 

Then the Eastern promoter woke up, and seeing that there was a prom- 
ising field for him, he engaged in the loan business. To hurry matters 
he began to guarantee his mortgages and unscrupulous financial publica- 
tions lent their aid in proclaiming the fact broadcast. He was not mis- 
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taken. The investors who could not be reached by the simple but honest 
Western banker, flocked around the oil-tongued promoter, put up their 
good money, and never saw it again. The noise that went up after this 
fiasco had been disclosed, was great enough to force some of the pro- 
moters to leave the country, for which we ought to be thankful, but it 
also had the more serious consequence of partly destroying the confidence 
in Farm Mortgages. 


Classed All Investments Alike 


The unthinking public charged these failures up to the farm mortgage 
in general, instead of holding themselves and the slicktongued promoters 
responsible for their losses. Conservative Life Insurance Companies how- 
ever continued to invest in Farm Mortgages, their method of loaning be- 
coming more and more perfected. Men that had been intrusted with the 
loaning of their funds found that the confidence of these companies car- 
ried a sufficient weight with it, to find a few individual clients, and to 
interest anew the New England Savings Banks, some of whom had been 
badly hit during the period of wildcat and guaranteed mortgages. The 
Farm Mortgage Loan business of to-day has reached proportions which 
were not dreamed of a decade ago, and naturally had to undergo a great 
number of changes, in order to eliminate the chances of fraud and 
deception. 


Lack of Systematic Valuations 


The greatest disadvantage, under which the individual investor labors 
is the lack of facilities for ascertaining the value of securities offered to 
him. He remembers the reasons for the great wave of distrust in corporate 
interests, that went over this country, and who can vouch for the truth 
of the conditions surrounding a bond or a corporation stock, the latter 
oftentimes subject to the manipulations of a small set of men, whom he 
never has met and never will meet? 


When Financial Responsibility Enters 


Here comes the Farm Mortgage banker, and offers to pay the investor 
514 and 6 per cent for his money, exchanging for the actual money not a 
mere promise, or a beautifully engraved certificate, but a first lien on a 
real income-producing piece of property, which may be inspected by the 
investor at the banker’s expense. A whole year is given him for such 
inspection, and if he or his representative finds actual conditions in variance 
with the statements made to him, the mortgage is redeemed at one hundred 
cents to the dollar, and accrued interest. Here of course comes in one of 
the most important points, in the selection of the loan banker, and that is 
his financial responsibility. 

To expect a mortgage banker to be able to buy up every mortgage he 
has written during five or ten years at a moment’s notice, would be absurd, 
but he should have sufficient funds on hand, to take care of mortgages 
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sold, but not yet reinspected by the investor. Such funds are provided 
for by some loan bankers of to-day, but the fact that they have never been 
used for the purpose designated proves the presence of another most 
important requirement in a Loan man, and that is his conservatism coupled 
with exact knowledge of conditions. 


Experience as Well as Integrity Needed 


It is not sufficient any more to produce proofs of integrity only, although 
without them no man deserves the confidence of his fellow men in any 
transaction. Experience more than any other qualification has an all im- 
portant bearing on the conduct of the loan business, but it would be wise, 
not to accept the age of a concern as a proof of its experience only, other 
factors enter under that head, namely its records as to foreclosures, its 
ability to collect interest so that it will reach the investor on the day it is 
due, and last but not least the confidence the concern commands, as proven 
by the type of people whose money it loans. 


Other Factors That Enter In 


This latter point is really of greater importance, than a first moment’s 
reflection might indicate. Foreclosures on Western Farm Lands ean easily 
be avoided with little caution, since almost any security will enhance in 
value, during the life of the loan, but the more experienced the investor 
becomes, the more careful he is, as to the selection of the type of borrower, 
and the banker that serves him must have a greater power of discrimina- 
tion, than the one that deals only with beginners in this field. It is gener- 
ally conceded, that the most experienced investors to-day are the Life In- 
surance Companies, but even among them a difference is observable as to 
their relative experience by the methods they employ, the valuation they 
accept, and the type of men they employ as their correspondents. 


Requirements of Life Companies Strict 


To be able to satisfy a Life Insurance Company, whose name stands 
for all that is conservative in the country, is perhaps one of the strongest 
proofs of all those qualities that make for a reliable loan banker, but never- 
theless it would do no harm to the investor to inquire of the insurance 
company in question. 


How These Safeguard Their Loans 


The road to safety when investing in Farm Mortgages, has never been 
more clearly indicated, than in a recent letter of the president of one of 
the most conservative Life Insurance Companies, who expresses himself 
as follows: 

‘‘We have found this class of investment exceedingly satisfactory, 
under our system of work, which includes, careful selection of territory, 
constant inspection by our own men, financially responsible and experienced 
investment correspondents, and insistence on selection rules as to soil, 
borrower, market availability and margins.’’ 
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To be able to meet the requirements thus laid down, many changes 
had to be made. To-day the report of the examiner of a reliable loan con- 
cern hides nothing, and is complete to such a degree, that the investor 
perusing the same, is able to judge the desirability of the security offered, 


before ever having laid his eyes on the same, and can and does make his 
decision then and there. 


Obligation of Loan Banker In Negotiations 


Again, remittance does not constitute a sale of the loan with a loan 
banker of standing, since the loan remains subject to sight draft if a sub- 
sequent inspection is not satisfactory. To be able to say that no sight draft 
of this kind has ever been drawn against a concern in the loan business is 
a strong recommendation indeed. 

The facilities for the safe placing of the investors’ money are therefore 
as great, when considering a farm mortgage as in a bond issue, and scarcely 
ean be compared at all with what one is generally able to find out regarding 
a corporation stock. 


Expects a Broader Investment Field | 


It is only a matter of time, when the Farm Mortgage will occupy the 
position in the investment field, that it can rightfully and logically claim. 
The only obstacle in the advent of that day, it is curious to note, seems to 
be the apathy of the average banker, towards this class of security. With 
a little leniency for the frailty of human nature, however, one can under- 
stand why he still prefers to recommend a bond or a stock and harps on 
their convertibility and flexibility and what not. 


As to Convertibility of Mortgages 


This argument as to the vitality and lack of convertibility of the Farm 
Mortgage, is not always fair for whenever a national stringency in the 
money market has occurred, this has frequently been disproved. The 
aforementioned authority in the Life Insurance field said: ‘During the 
panic in the latter part of 1907 the only elastic or vital form of asset was 
the Farm Mortgage, the experience of that year being, that the farmers 
everywhere availed themselves very generally of their prepayment option 
to cut down the principal of their loan.”’ 

The day is not far distant when the investor, instead of listening to oil- 
tongued promoters of almost any possible and impossible enterprise will 
keep a goodsized emergency fund in a conservative savings bank, and 
quietly ascertaining the facts for himself, will buy a good Farm Mortgage 
as a part of his investments.

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CORRECTING WRONG TENDENCIES* 
By CHARLES H. MEYER 


National Bank Examiner 


JHE object of all bank examinations being to correct wrong 
tendencies, this article will naturally be more along the lines 
of a discussion of the various violations of the letter and the 
spirit of the law, as found by the examiner, than the methods 
to be employed in correcting those violations or wrong tendencies,—the 
title of this subject seems to warrant these introductory remarks. 

As a further introduction to my subject, I feel that the experience of 
every examiner is such as to justify the statement that he is often called 
upon to analyze conditions that have a most important bearing as to 
whether or not he is right in insisting that a so-called violation of the 
spirit of the law be corrected. 


Consideration of the Details 





This analysis calls for the most careful consideration of details; once 
you arrive at a decision and act accordingly you have burned the proverbial 
bridge behind you, for no examiner can expect to maintain the confidence 
of his superiors or the professional respect of the banks he examines if he 
is not prepared to defend his attitude by sound and practical reasoning; 
if he is not firm in his stand, it is a confession of weakness as regards his 
ability to analyze the situation. 


Some Erroneous Impressions 


The foregoing may be more or less interesting to the average individual 
not familiar with the various problems the examiner is called upon to 
solve, inasmuch as he may be under the impression that all violations of 
the law would be such as to make it simply a matter of being posted as to 
the particular national or state law under which the bank is being operated. 
Were this true examinations would be more or less mechanical, and it 
might be well to add that so-called mechanical examinations are of little 
practical value to either your department or the officers and stockholders 
of the bank you are examining.

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My understanding of wrong tendencies is everything encompassed 
within the range of apparent indifference to the safety of depositors’ funds 
to that of adding a year’s interest to a demand note for $5,000 the day it 
is dated and passing said interest to the profits in order to maintain a high 
dividend rate to the stockholders,—the latter being an actual incident of 
an examination made before I took charge of the territory to which I am 
at present assigned. 

If this understanding of wrong tendencies is accepted it naturally fol- 
lows that it is difficult to specifically enumerate them further than to refer 
in a general way to your own actual experiences, and all of my observations 
are made on this basis. 


Some Wrong Tendencies Enumerated 


To my mind one of the most common wrong tendencies found, especially 
in country banks, consists of carrying the ‘‘Furniture and Fixtures’’ ac- 
count year in and year out at a figure beyond all reason. I examined one 
bank for extension of charter that was paying 16% dividends right along,— 
it was a solid financial institution,—but nevertheless ‘‘Furniture and Fix- 
tures’’ had stood at $3,000 fifteen or twenty years, according to the books, 
and a most charitable inventory would have netted about $1,000, and this 
only provided the entire ‘‘plant’’ were sold to some one who would use it 
as it stood. 

An antiquated safe was the only tangible asset carried in this account 
and when I directed attention to this fact, during a directors’ meeting I 
had called, one director haughtily took issue with me when I said it had 
been carried on the bank’s books for twenty years at the purchase price, 
saying ‘‘No, sir, we have had that safe only fifteen years.’’ I said, ‘‘ Very 
well, we will call it fifteen years, or even ten years for sake of argument 
and if you still insist on defending such a condition your ideas of what 
should be carried as an asset in your bank need enlightening.’’ 


Valuations Must Be Reasonable 


I do not believe in working a hardship on any bank. Furniture and 
Fixtures account is legitimate and every bank should be allowed to carry 
it to a reasonable extent, but at the same time it would seem that it should 
not be necessary for any examiner to point out the abuse to which this 
account is subjected,—a good banker will provide for a gradual reduction 
at stated intervals which will eventually wipe it out entirely and with 
very little hardship. The asset side of a bank’s statement should be dollars 
and cents or their equivalent; by this is meant liquid assets and when a 
bank has been running twenty or forty years with practically the same fix- 
tures they began business with carried in the statement, it is a plain case 
of ‘‘plugging”’ the assets. 

It would seem to me the mere matter of pride would enter here, as 
any one qualified to at all analyze a statement is not fooled by such an 
entry and will in most instances question the motive. Conditions calling 
for this criticism are very seldom serious and I may be accused of 
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“making a mountain out of a mole hill’ but the abuse of this account is 
so general that it can not be lightly passed. 


Overdrafts Require Firm Stand 


Another item calling for a firm stand is the one of overdrafts,—our 
country friends especially are guilty of building up this practice of over- 
drawing accounts with the defense that conditions there are such that they 
are hard to cope with. They will tell you that their customer goes out on 
a ecattle-buying expedition and does not know how much money he will 
need hence they allow him this privilege. I notice that generally these 
accounts so defended are the chronic ones,—in other words, the customer 
becomes his own discount committee and in this manner notifies his banker 
that he has negotiated a loan with him and uses the money before the 
banker knows it. I recognize that there are exceptions and that in some 
instances this is unavoidable but once we admit this all want to be classed 
with the ‘‘exceptions.’”’ 


Chronic Overdrafts Need Attention 


If the examiner will dig into the chronic overdrafts he will find con- 
ditions that call for the sharpest criticism,—investigation will show interest 
running into hundreds of dollars has never been figured or collected,—one 
particular bank I examined showed a certain account continually over- 
drawn for several years. When I questioned the President of the bank 
he frankly admitted that the party running the account (and he was 
surely running it in every sense of the word) was in control of public 
funds on deposit,—that it was his personal account and that he, the banker, 
would not dare charge him interest on the overdraft or even refuse his 
check for if he did the said customer would transfer the public funds to 
the ‘‘bank across the street.’? This account at the time I examined the 
bank was nearly $5,000 overdrawn and had shown a continual overdraft, 
never below $3,000, for over two years. I performed a particular service 
for this banker by sending for the aforesaid customer and in as polite a 
way as possible made him realize he was practicing a regular ‘‘hold up.”’ 
However, if any banker has to pay a penalty such as this for an account, 
his continuing to stand for it is, to my mind, a reflection on his methods 
to hold business. 


Some Advice to The Banker 


Just one word of advice to the banker: ‘‘Your overdraft account 
abuses are generally of your own making. When you started your bank 
you did not educate your customers properly and what now is a difficult 
task would have been easy had you started to educate the offender at 
the right time.’’ 

All that has been said of wrong tendencies up to this point is of a 
more or less technical nature, or rather tendencies that while wrong are 
seldom if ever found within themselves to affect the solvency of the insti- 
tution under examination. 
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We now come to the Bills Receivable, where wrong tendencies affect 
the very life or existence of the institution, and I feel I am not in a class 
by myself when I confess that every time I finish my work with these I 
have had another lesson in that which, if made a special subject, would 
be called ‘‘What I Don’t Know About a Bank’s Assets,’’ and I always 
feel that a full and candid treatise of the aforesaid subject would make a 
volume about the size of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary. This is a 
frank confession for any examiner to make but as far as I am concerned 
I do not consider it a confession of weakness in the sense that the public 
in general may interpret it; on the contrary, were I to infer that I know 
all about them I would be delegating myself with knowledge that even the 
bank’s officers, no matter how conscientious they may be in administering 
its affairs, do not possess. Bank officials know what I mean when I make 
this statement and will respect me more when I make it than they would 
were I to clothe myself with super-human knowledge by claiming other- 
wise and bank examiners know what it is without further discussion. 


Attitude of The Public 


The general public may, however, say ‘‘What are you here for?’’ when 
you frankly put yourself on record to this extent. To the latter I can 
only say that we examiners do all we conscientiously can to absorb all the 
so-called ‘‘Credit Information’’ that is extant by virtue of our coming in 
contact with various extended lines of borrowers but, even at the best, we 
are but human and we have not the occult powers that would give us in- 
formation that any bank is spending all the time and knowledge its 
honorable Board of Directors may possess, to get first hand before it lets 
its good American dollars go for the ‘‘I promise to pay document’’ we 
find among its assets. I do not wish to infer that we mechanically list 
and foot the bills receivable,—many is the time that the examiner has given 
valuable information to the officers of a bank, which has enabled them to 
drive an extra nail in a line of discounts, which if not given would have 
ultimately resulted in a big loss. 


Effort Is to Correct Loose Banking Tendencies 


On the other hand tendencies have been corrected which were the result 
of loose banking and which the officers were allowing to accumalate; these 
if allowed to continue would ultimately mean an insolvent bank, in fact, 
many times conditions have been found that already showed the bank to 
be insolvent. Here is where the examiner’s real work begins. It is an 
easy matter to close an insolvent bank, but a difficult one to save it, and 
I entertain the highest regard and respect for the examiner who hurriedly 
grasps the situation and saves the bank instead of gaining cheap notoriety 
by closing it up and having his name paraded,—I do not infer that every 
bank that is closed could be saved, sometimes conditions are such that 
this is impossible. 

Right here I think it timely to digress from my subject just long enough 
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to pay a deserved tribute to our present comptroller, Mr. Murray, in 
acknowledgment of his unselfish efforts to bring about results along the 
lines above pointed out,—I mean the raising of examinations to a plane 
that will reduce to a minimum the possibility of a bank going into the 
hands of a receiver. Some time ago every national bank examiner re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Murray the import of which was that if a bank 
in said examiner’s district failed the examiner would be held personally 
responsible; in other words, the letter went into such detail as to plainly 
state that where an examiner failed to discover tendencies that ultimately 
tended to place the bank in such a condition as to warrant a receivership, 
he was not the man wanted and in case he did not want to assume this 
responsibility his resignation would be in order. To the credit of his ex- 
aminers I have heard of no resignations on this account and I for one 
have enough confidence in the judgment which prompted him to take this 
stand to the extent of feeling he will do me justice should one of my banks 
fail for reasons entirely beyond my ability to check the tendency in time. 


Tendency Toward Overloans 


One of the most dangerous tendencies is the loaning of the bank’s 
funds beyond the limit prescribed by law, to one individual or firm. Off- 
hand, this may be looked upon as an easy matter to discover during your 
examination but there are instances of willful attempts to conceal this 
by accommodation notes and otherwise. Again too much is loaned to one 
interest or interests indirectly connected in such a manner as to appar- 
ently justify the claim of the officers of the bank that they had no con- 
nection, but on close analysis they are generally made to see the inconsistency 
of their claims. One of the most persistent methods of apparently de- 
ceiving themselves as to the extent of a line granted to one firm or interest 
consists of carrying notes against a firm or an individual as ‘‘commercial’’ 
or ‘‘indirect paper,’’ in addition to the regular direet line. 


Use of Accommodation Notes 


This class of wrong tendencies is, however, more easily analyzed than 
the method of using accommodation notes. I have come across instances 
of the latter class where practically the entire capital stock of $300,000 
and over has been loaned to one officer of the bank covered up by demand 
ioans of even amounts signed by various individuals and it developed that 
the entire board of directors was aware of this; here was a tendency that 
had to be adjusted quickly in order to avoid serious consequences. Too 
much care can not be exercised in trying to discover practices of this kind. 
They generally begin in a small way only to grow to dangerous propor- 
tions, especially so if a one man spirit rules the bank’s affairs. So called 
**Commercial’’ or ‘‘Indirect Paper’’ should always be regarded with the 
closest scrutiny. 

In specific cases I have found banks with a capital and surplus of as 
high as $500,000 loaning this entire amount to one firm,—the direct line 
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would show up to the regular legal limit, then they would carry what 
they called ‘‘Commercial paper’’ or ‘‘Indirect paper’’ against the same 
firm for the balance. If this so called ‘‘Commercial paper’’ really was such 
the case would be worthy of charitable consideration but it was so far 
removed from what this term implies as to warrant the inference that 
the bank was wilfully misinterpreting the definition. A note running 
three years with a contract back of it, the terms of which if not lived up 
to will throw a large tract of land on the bank’s hands, is certainly not 
commercial paper. - 


Some Rocks To Be Avoided 


Again if the entire capital stock of a manufacturing plant is subscribed 
by individuals and then their notes for same with the stock as collateral 
are carried on the bank’s books as an indirect loan to the manufacturing 
plant, and the bank tells you they consider it commercial paper, it is high 
time the officers of this bank take lessons in what constitutes commercial 
paper if they are really sincere,—the latter I question. The bank’s officers 
being also officers in the manufacturing plant fully explains the bank’s 
capitalizing the manufacturing plant in this manner. 

Legitimate loans to officers of banks, properly secured, are all right 
if moderately granted but when the loans are full of evidence that the 
bank is being used to further and promote their outside interests it is the 
examiner’s duty to call a halt. What defense can any examiner put up 
when later on the receiver reports the failure of a bank as being the result 
of loaning all the bank’s funds to one or a set of enterprises fostered by 
the bank’s officials? If these enterprises prosper they become wealthy and 
respected citizens, if they fail, in most instances the misery and suffering 
of depositors who lose their all stands as a living monument to the wrong 
that has been fostered by indifferent examinations. 


Value of The Heart To Heart Talk 


Many a wrong tendency can be corrected by having a heart to heart 
talk with the officials. I have in mind an instance where I found a line 
in excess of the legal limit. In addition to a straight loan up to the limit 
accommodation notes made by the president of the firm and a bond issue 
covered by a mortgage on the plant and carried in the bond account showed 
that the bank was practically running the aforesaid plant. The president 
of the bank pleaded with me not to report the line as excessive, saying it 
would be an awful hardship on the firm were they compelled to reduce it. 
I asked him where he figured I would ‘‘get off’’ should his bank go into 
the hands of a receiver as a result of ‘‘putting all his eggs in one basket.’’ 
The account of the failure would call attention to the conditions that 
brought it about and at the same time the public would want to know what 
bank examiners were for if they didn’t correct a wrong tendency of this 
kind. We all know that many a bank failure is a result of just such 
wrong tendencies. 
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Another form of wrong tendency is the promoting of some scheme by 
a bond issue, said bond issue being put on the market by loans secured by 
the bonds and all of said loans being in one bank. Added to this a block 
of the bonds will be found in the bank’s bond lists and further investiga- 
tion will develop the fact that the bank’s officers are promoting the whole 
scheme. Can a worse tendency be imagined, especially so if the bonds 
represent an irrigation scheme and have no quotable value? 


Duty of the Examiner Here Is Clear 


The examiner’s duty in all these cases is self evident. He is on the 
ground and he should see to it that immediate steps are taken to correct 
the wrong. He must be diplomatic about it, for he can do great harm by 
acting hastily and no greater seal of incompetency can be stamped on an 
examiner than the one of hasty and irrational action,—there are very 
few cases that can not be righted without quarreling with the bank’s 
officers and directors. 

While in a few cases there is evidence of willful wrongdoing the aver- 
age wrong tendency is such that the banker is more interested than any 
one in having it corrected; he is proud of the esteem in which he is held 
by the community and is generally trying to conform with the laws under 
which his charter was granted. 


New Features Arise Daily 


A great deal more could be written on this subject but after all has 
been said wrong tendencies are apt to present themselves at any time in 
various new guises,—when they do they must be corrected as the conditions 
warrant and in conclusion it will be well to remember that you may be 
an examiner of the highest ability and during your years of work you 
may save any number of banks by correcting wrong tendencies, but should 
you finally allow just one to fail the general public will know of the one 
ease only and judge you accordingly. 


HIS DISTINGUISHING MARK 


One day a big city bank received the following message from one of 
its country correspondents: ‘‘Pay twenty-five dollars to John Smith, who 
will call today.’’ The ecashier’s curiosity became suspicious when a cab- 
man assisted into the bank a drunken ‘‘fare,’’ who shouted that he was 
John Smith and wanted some money. Two clerks pushed, pulled and 
piloted the boisterous individual into a private room away from the sight 
and hearing of regular depositors. The cashier wired the country bank: 

‘‘Man claiming to be John Smith is here. Highly intoxicated. Shall 
we await identification?’’ 

The answer read: ‘‘Identification complete. Pay the money.’’— 
Suecess Magazine. 
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STEPS IN THE DIRECTION of a reform 

to safeguard banks were taken at the 
recent conference of national and state bank 
examiners for the states of New York and 
New Jersey. This plan consists in the ex- 
change of information between bankers as 
to the amount of credit granted to individ- 
ual and corporate borrowers. When such 
information is assembled from different in- 
stitutions, so as to show the total obliga- 
tions of a large borrower, it permits a deter- 
mination of the question whether he is seek- 
ing unduly to expand his credit or is con- 
cealing his borrowings by dividing them 
among different lenders. It is gratifying, 
at least from the standpoint of propaganda, 
that a conference headed by Charles A. 
Hanna, the man who is the special exami- 
ner of the New York Clearing House, has 
recognized the importance of this subject. 

This information, in order to be of value 
to the lender, should be readily accessible 
to him when he is approached by a bor- 
rower. It is only locking the stable door 
after the horse is stolen for him to receive 
a guarded “tip” that one of his largest bor- 
rowers is overstraining his credit, or perhaps 
even perpetrating fraudulent issues of paper, 
like the cotton bills of lading and the paper 
put out by a big northwestern house re- 
cently reorganized. 


Time is the essence of the problem in 
this matter. Not only should the leading 
bankers be able to obtain information read- 
ily as to the obligations of the borrower, but 


such information should always be up to 
date. It is far from sufficient, and might 
be actually misleading, to have it based 
upon the two or three examinations made 
by public officials in the course of a year, 
or even upon the reports called for five 
times during the year by the Comptroller 
of the Currency. To make the new system 
efficient, there should be provided daily re- 
ports of certain classes of bank loans, for 
the classification of such reports without 
delay, and for record of the changes pro- 
duced by the payment of maturing obliga- 
tions. Information is now being compiled 
by James B. McDougal, examiner of the 
Chicago Clearing House, but the experience 
in the developments in connection with the 
Peavey Grain Company of Chicago indicates 
that this information is still far from 
complete. 


This work, in order to be efficient, will 
probably have to be taken up by the bank- 
ers themselves. If Mr. Hanna, in his new 
capacity as examiner for the Clearing House, 
can persuade that body to agree upon a sys- 
tem of interchanging information, the matter 
will come nearer to a practical, workable 
form. Ultimately, however, it would prob- 
ably be found advisable to place the actual 
work of compiling the information in the 
hands of a private corporation of standing, 
which would be independent of the influence 
of any single bank or banker. 





IN CONSIDERING THE OUTLOOK for 

money, it is well to take into considera- 
tion the reserve requirements. The national 
banking system comprises three classes of 
banks, in the matter of reserve require- 
ments. First, the country banks, scattered 
throughout the union and located in every 
small town and hamlet; secondly, the banks 
in certain reserve cities, of which there are 
at present forty-seven designated, and 
thirdly, the banks in the central reserve 
cities, of which there are only three. In 
the case of the first-named the legal reserve 
required to be held is 15 per cent of their 
net deposits, of which three-fifths may con- 
sist of balances due the bank from banks 
in any of the reserve cities, the other two- 
fifths to be in cash in vaults. The banks 
in the reserve cities must carry a reserve 
of 25 per cent, of which half may be on de- 
posit with banks in the central reserve 
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cities. In the three central reserve cities 
the banks must hold a full 25 per cent cash 
reserve in their own vaults. 

Of the total of 7,277 national banks in 
existence, 6,896 are the so-called country 
banks, 322 are located in the reserve cities 
and 59, only, in the central reserve cities. 
It will thus be seen that a responsibility 
rests upon these 59 banks. They constitute, 
as it were, the apex in a sort of inverted 
pyramid of credits. 


In the last report of the Comptroller 
of the Currency giving the condition of na- 
tional banks as of June 7 last the country 
banks held $478,371,275 on deposit with 
reserve agents, and the banks in the re- 


‘serve cities held $287,314,856 on deposit with 


reserve agents, that is, with the banks in 
the three reserve cities. As a matter of 
fact, the country banks only need to have 
had $271,195,130 with reserve agents to con- 
form to the 60 per cent requirements, and 
the banks in the reserve cities need not 
have held more than $226,971,682 to comply 
with the 50 per cent reserve requirements of 
their net deposits. This surplus of $267,- 
519,318 on deposit with reserve agents was 
a sign of the prevailing condition of the 
money market at the time. 


Fault was found when the New York 
Clearing House sought to include the reserve 
of the new trust company members carried 
on deposit with other members as part of 
the total cash reserve, it being contended 
that that portion could not be counted as 
cash in an emergency. And yet the sume 
thing applies in regard to the national 
banking system. Its defects in this respect 
in 1907 are too well known to be alluded to. 

Some appreciation can be had of the 
burden upon those fifty-nine banks in the 
central reserve cities during the crop moving 
period now about to commence. 


ACCORDING TO THE best compilation 

available the sales of new issues of muni- 
cipal bonds for the first six months of 1911 
reach a total of $220,886,636, or $13,500,- 
000 more than that reported for the first 
half of any other year. The next highest 
total for this period was $207,125,317 in 
1909. These figures represent only perma- 
nent bond issues of places in the United 
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States. The city of Philadelphia last month 
sold $2,300,000 4s on a 3.824 per cent basis. 
Other large issues included in the list fol- 
low: Minneapolis, Minn., $1,491,000 4s and 
$250,300 4148; Oakdale irrigation district, 
Cal., $1,175,000 5s; Chicago, Ill., West Park 
district, $1,000,000 4s; Atlanta, Ga., $840,- 
000 4148; Los Angeles County, California, 
$525,000 4148; Woonsocket, R. I., $250,000 
4s and $250,000 4148s; Washington County, 
Pennsylvania, $500,000 4s. 

During the month of June there were ne- 
gotiated $25,202,260 permanent loans, $50,- 
000,000 Panama bonds, $6,500,000 general 
fund bonds of New York City, $125,000 
bonds of City Cebu, Philippine Islands, 
$24,850,329 temporary loans and also 
$8,478,363 debentures of places in Canada. 

The number of municipalities in the 
United States issuing permanent bonds and 
the number of separate issues made during 
June, 1911, were 289 and 378 respectively. 
This contrasts with 402 and 51 for May, 
1911, and 328 and 423 for June, 1910. 





IN MANY WAYS the record of clearings 

for June and the greater part of July 
have been somewhat disappointing. De- 
spite the brighter prospects in trade and 
in some industrial lines such as finished 
steel which marked the opening of June 
there continues a considerable degree of 
conservatism. Among business men in gen- 
eral buyers continue to display a disposi- 
tion to feel their way. Crop influence, tar- 
iff developments and other political agita- 
tion has caused the business world to heed 
current sales rather than future require- 
ments. This is clearly reflected in the rec- 
ord of bank clearings. In June bank clear- 
ings for the entire country were only 2.3 
per cent greater than May while New York 
showed a gain of 3.2 per cent over May, 
making the increase outside of New York 
1.1 per cent. Clearings for six months 
covering the entire country show a decrease 
of 7.6 per cent, while outside of New York 
they reflected an increase of 4% of 1 per cent 
compared with the first 6 months of 1910. 





IT WOULD SEEM from the movement of 
United States bonds, since the distribu- 
tion of the new Panama 3 per cents began. 
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that the old practice of using bonds to se- 
cure the issue of bank notes has not en- 
tirely spent its force. The new bonds can- 
not be used to secure circulation, but they 
can be used as security for public money 
in the hands of the banks. The result has 
already been a considerable shifting, by 
which old bonds available for circulation 
purposes have been withdrawn as security 
for public funds and replaced by the Pan- 
ama 3 per cents. The bonds withdrawn 
have then been employed to increase the 
circulation. 

During several months prior to the offer 
of the new bonds the circulation secured 
by bonds was almost stationary. Even be- 
fore the new bonds were issued, however, 
but after they had been offered to the pub- 
lic by Secretary MacVeagh, the processes of 
shifting from one account to another began. 
The following table will illustrate the 
movement:

These figures show that there was in 
March and April a slight dip downward in 
the volume of bonds to secure notes, but 
that there has been a radical change in the 
other direction since the 3 per cent bonds 
came into the market. The total increase 
in bonds on deposit to secure circulation 
between June 1 and July 10 stands at 
$2,951,760. When the question is asked 
from what class of bonds this increase 
comes, the answer is found in an increase 
of $2,652,300 in 2 per cent consols. The 
fact that bonds on deposit to secure public 
funds have remained substantially station- 
ary is explained by the appearance in the 
treasury statements of the last few days 
of the new 3 per cent bonds of 1961. The 
amount of these already deposited in the 
treasury is $2,056,000, and the process has 
probably only begun. 

It thus appears that the relation of gov- 
ernment bonds to the banknote circulation 
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has not been entirely terminated at the 
point where the old bonds became the limit 
of the amount available for this purpose. 
As new bonds are issued, they can be sub- 
stituted for those now pledged for public 
deposits and the latter released from time 
to time to increase the circulation, if such 
increase is required. The banks still have 
in the custody of the treasury to secure 
public deposits about $36,000,000 of United 
States bonds. There is no limit under ex- 
isting law to their ability to receive public 
deposits, in case such deposits should be 
increased in the future, because these can 
be secured by bonds other than those of 
the United States. 


It is evident that the last bond sale was 
not made entirely in a vacuum so far as its 
relation to the banks was concerned; but it 
still remains probable that 3 per cent bonds 
which are not available for circulation can 
be sold at par in reasonable amounts in 
time of peace, although it might become 
necessary to issue a bond at a somewhat 
higher rate in time of war. 


000,000 which was floated. At any rate it 
appeared that there must have been some 
other reason than the mere plea that it was 
injudicious to account for the decision to 
float only half of the sum for which the 
Minister of Finance was seeking. 


That was at a time when the condition 
of Mexico was very unsettled, and when 
the existence of the old regime was begin- 
ning to be threatened. Since then there 
has been a complete change of control, and 
a new government is now on trial. Under 
the present arrangement the affairs of the 
country are gradually settling down and 
there is good reason to believe that Mexico 
is on the threshold of an era of prosperity. 
The national treasury is better filled than it 
was, and business in the disturbed areas is 
resuming its progress; but the country is 
certainly not yet in position to go to for- 
eign nations with any proposition for a loan 
and expect to be warmly welcomed.

THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

CROP CONDITIONS, AS is perfectly natura] 

at this season of the year, are the domi- 
nant factors in the present business and 
financial situation. Until the crops have 
sufficiently matured to afford reasonable as- 
surance that they are proof against serious 
deterioration both the business man and 
the banker hesitates on making commit- 
ments as to the future. Of course the corn 
crop, which is an exceedingly important feat- 
ure of agricultural production, will not be 
out of danger until well into September, 
after the early frosts, which frequently 
make havoc of what promises to be an ex- 
ceedingly good crop. Fortunately this year 
the corn crop is unusually early and unless 
there are exceedingly early frosts the danger 
of damage is less from that source than 
from dry weather. 


With the winter wheat practically out of 
the way, crops in general are within a few 
weeks of the most critical period in their 
progress from planting to harvest. In their 
progress thus far they have had to con- 
tend with excessive heat and an absence of 
an adequate supply of moisture during the 
early part of June and early July, which did 
a large amount of damage. But frequent 
rains during July have in a measure pre- 
vented further damage. Nevertheless there 
is reason to believe that we will not have 
the bumper crops that we looked for at the 
beginning of June. 

Not only is this the case in the United 
States, but in nearly every country in 
Europe for from abroad comes information 
of some degree of deterioration on account 
of dry weather. Nevertheless according to 
the latest official estimates there are indica- 
tions that the total yield of all wheat will 
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exceed 700,000,000 bushels or more than a 
year ago while the estimated yield of corn 
according to the last government report is in 
excess of 2,956,000,000 bushels compared with 
3,126,000,000 bushels a year ago. Turning 
to oats the yield is estimated at 818,000,000 
bushels while a year ago it was 1,127,000,000 
bushels. Of the wheat yield 458,000,000 
bushels is of winter wheat compared with 
464,000,000 bushels a year ago. This is prac- 
tically out of danger as it is harvested. With 
reference to the spring wneat however the 
situation is not so reassuring as an extreme 
ary spell caused considerable damage. Never- 
theless during the middle part of July the 
Northwest was visited by fairly satisfactory 
rains which will help materially in realizing 
the government estimate of 245,000,000 
bushels which compares with 231,000,000 
bushels a year ago.

Turning to the feed stuffs, such as oats 
and hay there is cause for considerable ap- 
prehension. The oat yield has already been 
mentioned, but the hay crop is less than 
two-thirds of a normal growth. The value 
of this crop is very great as a rule and its 
importance to a farmer is equally great for 
with a shortage of hay and a dry late sum- 
mer and fall is certain to contribute to a 
condition where the farmer must feed his 
corn or sell his live stock and thus contri- 
bute materially to an increase in the cost 
of living so far as meats are concerned. 

Fortunately the corn acreage this year is 
the largest ever reported and while the con- 
dition of the crop is 7 per cent below the 
average and the indications point to pro- 
duction of 5 per cent less than last year’s 
crop, yet the large acreage leads the govern- 
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ment officials to estimate 5 per cent more 
corn than the average production of the last 
five years. 

Other crops indicate a shortage. The po- 
tato crop is smaller both because of condi- 
tions and because of a smaller acreage. The 
cotton crop is now commanding considerable 
attention for the reason that upon it we 
depend to a large extent for our trade bal- 
ance with foreign countries. East of the 
Mississippi there is little to be complained 
of and the prospects are good. 

In certain parts of the West the outlook 
is brighter than it was a few weeks ago. 
In Texas the situation seems to be fairly 
satisfactory. Rains in the northern part of 
Texas, in Oklahoma and other trans-Missis- 
sippi cotton states have lowered the tem- 
peratures and the young cotton crop seems 
to have come through with only moderate 
damage. 

Opinions differ as to prospects for the 
early marketing of the storeable farm prod- 
ucts. Immediate needs will be met by early 
sales but thrashing has only progressed far 
enough in the winter wheat states to give 
an accurate idea of the tendency of the 
farmer. A factor affecting grain prices is 
the reciprocity bill now pending in Washing- 
ton. The enactment of that bill, effective 
at any time before Jan. 1 will influence 
prices enough on this side of the line to 
cause millers and the flour trade generally 
to postpone to the utmost their commit- 
ments for supplies.

Demand for new capital not only in this 
country but throughout the world is very 
large and while 1910 showed a very large 
issue of new securities the early part of the 
present year seems to have gone beyond that 
record. It is estimated that the world’s 
total issues in 1910 reached a value of 
$5,110,000,000 as compared with $4,750,000,- 
000 in 1909. When the deduction is made 
for issues for conversion or refunding pur- 
poses however the difference in net new 
issues is somewhat reduced by the fact that 
conversions were heavier in 1910 than in 
1909. Net issues other than for conversion 
purposes for 1910 reached about $4,421,000,- 
000 compared with $4,270,000,000 in 1909. 
Latin America is credited in 1910 with ob- 
taining loans largely from European sources 
to the amount of about $750,000,000 as 
against only about $275,000,000 in 1909. 








In our own country considerable attention 
has been directed to the volume of new se- 
curities emitted by corporations since the 
first of the year. At the same time it is 
well to consider the volume of maturities 
that have been cared for and must be cared 
for between this and the end of 1912. So 
far this year new securities aggregating 
$1,230,000,000 have been issued. There still 
remains during this year and the next a 
grand total of $489,257,900 in Railroad in- 
dustrial corporation bonds and notes to be 
cared for at maturity. Of this amount the 
railroads are responsible for $403,085,450, 
leaving the industrial companies only $86,- 
172,550 in maturities to care for.

Last year’s maturities were swelled by 
the plethora of three-year notes put out 
in 1907, when corporations could not sell 
bonds or stock on reasonable terms.

As has been previously pointed out the 
industrial companies are singularly free 
from large maturities during the next eigh- 
teen months. Not one huge bond issue falls 
due, the issuance of bonds by non-railroad 
enterprises not having been undertaken on 
a large scale until recent years, whereas the 
railroads instituted bond flotations from 
their organization two generations ago. The 
industrial bond maturities this year foot up 
to $34,810,150, while the 1912 figure is only 
$5,846,400. Short-term notes call for more 
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attention. During the current year $20,- 
196,000 expire, and next year’s total is 
larger at $25,320,000. Industrial enterprises 
have not been slow to adopt the short-date 
note as an instrument for raising funds at 
times when investors could not be persuaded 
to subscribe for long-term bonds or stocks 
on terms attractive to borrowers. 

In the railroad tables also notes are prom- 
inent. This year’s bond maturities, $84,- 
477,650, are exceeded by notes, the aggregate 
of the latter being $91,533,400. Next year 
the notes do not quite equal the bonds, the 
figure for the former being $70,701,200, 
against $74,548,000 for the latter. 

Recent developments point rather clearly 
to a congested condition in the investment 
market and this is especially marked in this 
section of the country. Whether it is the 
result of a too lavish use of credit by cor- 
porations eager to take advantage of the 
money market and finance their future re- 
quirements or is the temporary effect of the 
Panama and other large bond offerings it is 
difficult to tell. But of one thing there is 
little doubt and that is that the western in- 
vestor is not snapping up bonds of the char- 
acter recently offered by underwriting syn- 
dicates as readily as the bankers had hoped. 
Consequently bankers who participated in 
these syndicates have found themselves 
loaded up with their offerings and in some 
instances their bonds are being offered at a 
price below that named in the subscriptions. 

Fortunately local bonds continue to find 
a fairly steady demand but railroad bonds 
move very slowly. One bond salesman who 
heretofore has been rather successful related 
his experience with the recent “Big Four” 
issue saying that after persistent effort he 
had been able to place only about 10 per 
cent of the volume of new bonds of that 
character which he had sold on previous oc- 
casions. These bonds being offered on about 
a 4.70 basis should have been attractive 
enough it would seem to find a ready market, 
especially with money rates as low as they 
are, but such was not the case here.

Many bankers are inclined to believe that 
there are too many promotional issues of 
securities for a healthy bond market. Sev- 
eral rather large issues of preferred stocks 
have been offered in this market and being 
more attractive than bonds in investment 
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returns they soaked up a considerable vol- 
ume of investment funds which otherwise 
would have gone into the more stable mar- 
ket. The fear is that unless the amount 
of money being absorbed by this class of 
securities and by less readily marketable 
bonds is very much curtailed an unhealthy 
situation will result. The loan item of the 
comptrollerts abstract is a disturbing factor 
in the minds of more conservative bankers 
at this center. 


They cannot understand why in face of 
the liquidation of the last year loans in the 
National banks should reach the highest 
volume in the history of our banking sys- 
tem, an aggregate of more than $180,000,- 
000 greater than a year ago and $52,000,- 
000 greater than three months ago. If in 
this loan account is included some of our 
credit balance abroad the situation would 
not be so disturbing yet even those items 
if counted in the loan column would be an 
important factor in the future of the money 
market for with money easing off in Lon- 
don and at European centers and with an 
increased demand here, as a result of agri- 
cultural requirements, it would seem quite 
probable that our foreign loans would be 
somewhat contracted without such develop- 
ments and in view of the rather loaned up 
condition of interior banks and the firmer 
money market might naturally be expected, 
a development which bankers here are ear- 
nestly hoping for. 

There is another development in the West 
that rather clearly shows that the activity 
in land has not entirely subsided. Scarcely 
a day goes by that bankers are not ap- 
pealed to by letter or in person for funds 
on land mortgages. One large land owner 
in the far northwest appealed to Chicago 
bankers recently for a comparatively large 
loan, the purpose of which being to develop 
and sub-divide into small farms his large 
acreage with a view of putting it on the 
market. Needless to say he met with little 
response at the hands of bankers at this 
center, he being informed that there was 
already too much money tied up in such 
enterprises at this time. It required con- 
siderable argument to convince him that 
there was a decided difference between the 
money market as represented by the daily 
quotations and price of new capital for 
more permanent investments and enterprises. 
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Another reature which is attracting some 
interest is the effect of the rather active 
real estate market in the cities.

Bond houses have been favored with a 
volume of business in municipal bonds in 
recent years and while this is profitable 
to them the increase in municipal indebt- 
edness which has given rise to this im- 
mense business may be a little out of pro- 
portion to the increased value of taxable 
property. In a recent article on this sub- 
ject an eastern writer calls attention to 
conditions in New York City alone, point- 
ing out that since 1905 the average tax rate 
in that municipality has risen from about 
$15.26 to $18.16 and that the average for 
20 leading cities in the United States dur- 
ing the same period has increased from 
$17.16 to $18.03. That this increase in taxa- 
tion has been due in no small measure to the 
rapid growth of municipal debts is clearly 
indicated by the following table of com- 
parisons:

The annual revenue of all cities in the 


United States has fallen from 39.15 per cent 
of their indebtedness in 1904 to about 30 
per cent at the present time which appar- 
ently represents a real deterioration in finan- 
cial conditions and the falling price and the 
rising yields of municipal bonds generally 
point to the same conclusion. Of course, the 
graft of politicians and the profits made 
by builders and others through the ex- 
penditure of municipal funds tend toward 
a continued growth of indebtedness. But 
this regular annual fall in revenue cannot 
continue indefinitely without serious injury 
to municipal credits. It is perfectly clear 
therefore that in justice to the taxpayer 
there must be less municipal extravagance. 

At present time the tendency among rail- 
roads is to continue to provide their funds 
through the issue of bonds or notes in pref- 
erence to stock. The only notable excep- 
tion to this rule is the Pennsylvania which 
scarcely counts because of its exceptionally 
favorable position for selling stock to its 
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stockholders at par. The Pennsylvania’s 
successful offering of $41,000,000 last spring 
to its stockholders is much less impressive 
than the almost simultaneous sale of large 
blocks of mortgage bonds by the Great 
Northern and Union Pacific which for years 
did the bulk of their financing with stock 
or convertible bonds. 

The recent request for an authorization by 
the stockholders of several railroads of huge 
bond issues seems to point to an era of bond 
financing. In some ways this should be 
beneficial to the community at large for the 
bond method means a maturity of those 
securities while the stock method involves 
a continuous obligation. There is too much 
of the tendency in this country to charge too 
large a proportion to permanent capital ac- 
count and sooner or later this method is 
bound to cause trouble, especially as govern- 
ment regulations and control develops.

Following the action of the Eastern Trunk 
Lines, western railroads are again applying 
the pruning knife to their expense accounts. 
In banking circles it is learned that the cur- 
tailment in operating cost during the last 
two or three weeks has been considerable, 
and that the pay rolls have been cut from 
the general offices to the yards. The Van- 
derbilt systems have determined upon such 
a policy of economy which is being followed 
by other railroads, and which necessarily 
must be felt in all lines of business. 

Railroad men, according to the best bank- 
ing advices obtainable, are determined to 
retrench for the reason that they are unable 
to estimate just what their revenue will be 
because of uncertainties with reference to 
rates and labor costs. It is understood from 
a high authority in railroad circles that the 
eastern roads and many of the western roads 
will not buy a pound of steel or a dollar’s 
worth of equipment that can be avoided 
without seriously impairing the position of 
the road. Extensions and new work are 
practically to come to a standstill. 

This information was not given out for 
market effect, but has seeped out through 
banking circles and it is believed that it is 
authentic. The trouble seems to be that 
money for anything like a permanent use 
is very high, while for short loans of a liquid 
character it is cheap. Bankers do not like 
the general situation. 
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A preliminary announcement with regard 
to the program to be followed at the an- 
nual convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association, to be held in New Orleans 
the week of Nov. 20, has been furnished from 
Secretary Farnsworth’s office. Mr. Farns- 
worth has just returned from the South, 
after spending several days in New Orleans 
inspecting the: city and conferring with the 
local committees on the details relating 
to the forthcoming convention, including its 
business and entertainment features. The 
bankers of New Orleans are enthusiastic in 
their efforts to make the convention a 
memorable one, and the unbounded hospi- 
tality of the South warrants the belief that 
their expectations in this respect will be 
realized. The investigation of the General 
Secretary leads him to believe, too, that an 
extremely large gathering will attend the 
proceedings at the “Crescent City.” The 
program as outlined, which has been ar- 
ranged subject to the approval of the Ad- 
ministrative Committee of the Association 
follows: 

Monday, Nov. 20.—Committee meetings 
and Executive Council meeting. Evening, 
banquet tendered by the bankers of New 
Orleans to* the Executive Council. The 
ladies will be entertained at a special even- 
ing reception. 

Tuesday, Nov. 21.—Association convenes 
at 10 o’clock and 2 o’clock. Fete Champetre 
at City Park and reception at the Coun- 
try Club at 8 o’clock P. M. Fireworks and 
illumination in the park and on the lakes. 

Wednesday, Nov. 22.—Meetings of Trust 
Company and Clearing House sections. Au- 
tomobile rides throughout the city for the 
ladies and visit to the water-works plant in 
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special street cars in the afternoon. All 
parties to meet at Audubon Park at 4 P. M. 
to attend a polo game. Reception and ball 
at the French Opera House in the evening. 


Thursday, Nov. 23.—Meetings of Savings 
Bank and organization of Secretaries’ sec- 
tions. Visiting the harbor and excursion 
by boat to Reserve Plantation; lunch to be 
served on the boat or boats to be chartered, 
and return to be arranged from Reserve, 
La., by special train to be furnished by the 
Illinois Central R. R. Co. Invitations to all 
leading theatres in the evening. 

Friday, Nov. 24.—Second day’s convention 
and Executive Council meeting. Entertain- 
ment to be left open to enable the bankers 
to entertain those of their friends who may 
be in the city. 


The 1911 convention of the Minnesota 
Bankers’ Association, which was held at 
Bemidji in the middle of July, was made es- 
pecially notable by reason of the adoption 
of several important resolutions. The As- 
sociation in one of these reaffirmed its rec- 
ommendation of last year with regard to 
more efficient safeguards for commercial 
paper, as follows: 


“Resolved, That we reaffirm our recom- 
mendation of last year that further safe- 
guards be thrown around the issuance of 
what is commonly known as commercial 
paper; that we renew our suggestion that 
our members confine their purchases of notes 
to those issued by concerns which provide 
signed statements, certified to by regular 
chartered accounts, and, believing that it is 
both practicable and desirable that all such 
paper be registered, we ask the Executive 
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Council to arrange a system of registering 
with some responsible trust company or 
other approved agency the notes of those 
concerns which desire to float their paper, 
and of providing a proper auditing of the 
statements furnished by such concerns. We 
would also advocate that the council furnish 
a list of chartered accountants whose cer- 
tificates may be accepted with confidence 
by the bankers of Minnesota.” 

The bankers also approved the plan of 
currency reform suggested by Senator Al- 
drich, as amended by the Currency Com- 
mission of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion but went further and placed themselves 
on record as feeling keenly the restrictions 
under the Federal law regarding the loan- 
ing of money on farm mortgages. The 
appointment of a committee of three 
was accordingly authorized to confer with 
like committees from other states with 
the view to securing some _ concerted 
action among the bankers in an effort to 
relieve this situation. In a resolution bear- 
ing on the development of agricultural in- 
terests, the Chairman of the Committee on 
Agricultural Education and Development is 
instructed “to call a conference of similar 
committees from the States of Illinois, Wis- 
consin, North Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oregon, Idaho, Washington and such other 
states as may appoint such committees, with 
the view of co-operating in their efforts to 
secure more extended and efficient education 
in agriculture, said conference to be held 
in the Twin Cities some time in October, 
1911.” As a result of a suggestion that a 
joint convention with the bankers of the 
neighboring States be held, the banking or- 
ganizations of Wisconsin, Iowa, North and 
South Dakota have been invited to partici- 
pate with the Minnesota Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation in its next annual conference, and 
the Secretary of the latter has been dele- 
gated to take up the matter with the Sec- 
retaries of the several states. A resolution 
in which it is recorded that the relations 
between the banks of the State and the 
surety companies do not appear to be alto- 
gether satisfactory provides for the creation 
of a committee of three to investigate the 
conditions for the purpose of suggesting 
improvements. The new President of the 
Minnesota Association is D. S. Culver, 
Vice-President of the National German- 
American Bank of St. Paul. 


The Committee on Transportation of the 
New York State Bankers’ Association an- 
nounces that it has again made arrange- 
ments with the New York Central Lines 
for a special train to the annual convention 
of the American Bankers’ Association, to 
be held the present year in New Orleans, 
La., Nov. 21 to 24. 


The committee representing the Maryland 
Bankers’ Association, which was delegated 
last year to inquire into the question of 
interest on deposits and to recommend plans 
for the adoption of more uniform rates 
throughout the State, presented its findings 
to the association at the annual meeting 
recently held at Deer Park. It reported 
that no practical plan had been reached 
by which unitormity could be established. 
The committee expressed the opinion that 
“in order to bring the matter to a definite 
and satisfactory conclusion, it will be neces- 
sary for the banking institutions of the 
State to form themselves into groups con- 
trolled by like local conditions, and by free 
discussions at meetings called for the spe- 
cial purpose of stating reasons that have 
determined the existing rates and metheds, 
a uniform plan could be agreed upon that 
would govern and control localities.” A reso- 
lution to this end, providing for the divis- 
ion of the State into districts and the ap- 
pointment of committees in the various 
groups to work out the desired results, was 
adopted. 

Changes in the Maryland banking law ad- 
vocated at the meeting by State Bank Com- 
missioner J. Duke Downes were indorsed 
by the Maryland Bankers’ Association and 
will be submitted at the next session of the 
legislature. One of the amendments urged 
by Commissioner Downes is that trust com- 
panies be required to maintain the same re- 
serve on demand deposits as is called for by 
the State banks; another would vest the 
Bank Commissioner with full authority to 
close an institution under proper restric- 
tions, if found insolvent, or its continuance 
hazardous to the public instead of requiring 
assenting action by the board of directors; 
it is also recommended that the Bank Com- 
missioner, upon closing a bank, be em- 
powered to act as permanent receiver. 
Waldo Newcomer, President of the National 
Exchange Bank of Baltimore, is President of 
the Bankers’ Association for the ensuing year. 
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In his address as President of the con- 
vention of the North Carolina Bankers’ As- 
sociation on June 22, W. C. Wilkinson, Cash- 
ier of the Merchants’ & Farmers’ National 
Bank of Charlotte, N. C., noted the failure, 
at the last session of the legislature, of a 
bill remodeling the banking laws of the 
State. Mr. Wilkinson advanced the opin- 
ion that the time had come when it is ad- 
visable to revise the North Carolina bank- 
ing regulations, and as the revision will 
largely concern the banks operating under 
State charters, he recommended that a com- 
mittee consisting entirely of officers of such 
banks, and in addition the Chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation, be appointed to 
prepare a bill revising the laws and submit 
it at the next convention. The committee 
on uniform bills of lading reported the de- 
feat at the recent legislative session of the 
Act providing for uniform bills of lading. 
Ex-Congressman Edward B. Vreeland was a 
speaker at the convention, his remarks be- 
ing directed toward the “Proposed Bank- 
ing and Currency Legislation,’ in which he 
outlined the salient features of the legisla- 
tion advocated by Senator Aldrich. Cald- 
well Hardy, President of the Norfolk Na- 
tional Bank of Norfolk, Va., in an address 
of much force, depicted “The New South.” 





Among the resolutions adopted by the 
North Carolina Bankers’ Association at its 
late session, one expressed appreciation of 
the work which is being done by the Na- 
tional Monetary Commission and the Cur- 
rency Commission of the American Bankers’ 
Association and urged their Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to favor the 
passage of a bill on currency reform which 
will meet all the requirements of the coun- 
try. The bankers also approved the sugges- 
tion of the President of the Association for 
the appointment of a committee to revise 
the banking laws of the State, and recom- 
mended that such committee be named. 
Following the report of the committee on 
Uniform Bills of Lading, in which the de- 
feat at the ‘recent session of the legislature 
of the Act providing for uniform bills of lad- 
ing was referred to, the bankers pledged 
their support “for and in behalf of a suit- 
able measure” and agreed to do all they 
ean, educationally and otherwise, in urging 
the importance of the adoption of a law 
governing bills of lading. 
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The meeting of the national bank exam- 
iners of District No. 3, of which Frank L. 
Norris is Chairman, was held in Philadelphia 
on Tuesday, July 11. The Commissioners 
and State bank examiners of the respective 
States were invited to join the national 
bank examiners at the meeting and the fol- 
lowing were present: Alfred A. Taber, exam- 
iner, Pennsylvania; Hugh H. Wilson, Thomas 
S. Chambers, Elliott Horace Biddle, New 
Jersey; Charles H. Maull, Commissioner of 
Delaware; J. D. Downes, Commissioner, and 
George W. Page, examiner of Maryland, 
C. C. Barksdale, Chief Examiner, Charles S 
Hunter, examiner, and S. L. Hunter, exami- 
ner of Virginia. The Philadelphia Clearing 
House Association was represented by Will- 
iam M. Hardt, Clearing House Examiner. 


The employes of the Continental and 
Commercial National Bank and the Conti- 
nental and Commercial Trust and Savings 
Bank have recently organized a Savings As- 
sociation through the efforts of Miss Jessa- 
mine G. Hoagland, manager of the Women’s 
Department of the latter bank. Among 
other special features of the Association’s 
By-Laws there is a provision for a death 
benefit to which the bank contributes 
substantial amount in addition. This 
unique organization combines the benefits 
derived from saving and fraternal insurance, 
affording also the advantage of short-time 
loans to its members. The officers and di- 
rectors are as follows: Harry M. Grut, Pres- 
ident; Albert Martin, Vice-President; F. C. 
Venables, Treasurer; Chalmer L. Powell, 
Financial Secretary. Directors, Dan Nor- 
man, R. G. Danielson, A. K. Parker, Wm.

Hurley. 


The National Bank examiners of the Chi- 
cago district held their meeting at Chicago 
July 7, which was attended by the state 
bank examiners and also the examiners 
of the Clearing Houses. E. F. Rorebeck 
presided.

Frank B. Frisbie has been elected Cashier 
of the Mechanics’ Bank of New Haven, 
Conn., succeeding S. Fred Strong, who re- 
tired to become Treasurer of the Connecti- 
cut Savings Bank. Mr. Frisbie assumed his 
new office on July 1. 

M. S. Buckingham, who has been Presi- 
dent of the State National Bank and of the 
United States Trust & Savings Bank of 
Memphis, has been elected chairman of the 
board of directors of both institutions and 
George R. James has succeeded to the 
presidency.

George W. Young, a Vice-President of the 
Canal-Louisiana Bank and Trust Company 
of New Orleans, died on June 22 after an 
illness of two years. At the time of the 


consolidation in 1905 of the Canal Bank & 
Trust Company with the Provident Bank 
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& Trust Company, Mr. Young had been 
President of the latter, and was made Vice- 
President of the consolidated organization 
in charge of the savings and trust depart- 
ments. 

E. F. Roebeck, chairman of District No. 
7? of the National Bank examiners with 
headquarters in Chicago, succeeded Chas. A. 
Hanna as National Bank examiner at New 
York City. Aug. 1 Mr. Hanna resigns to 
become examiner for the New York Clear- 
ing House Association. 

The Jacksonville National Bank of Jack- 
sonville, Ill., added $20,000 of its undivided 
profits to the surplus account, this being 10 
per cent of the $200,000 capital. Harry K. 
Chenoweth, who has been paying teller of 
the bank for some time, was elected Assist- 
ant Cashier. 

The stockholders of the Atlantic National 
Bank of Providence, R.I., have voted to in- 
crease the capital of their institution from 
$225,000 to $300,000, the additional $75,000 
capital being offered to the shareholders in 
the proportion of one new share for every 
three already held. 


The National Chautauqua Co., Bank of 
Jamestown, N. Y., recently celebrated the 
eightieth anniversary of its organization by 
extending to its customers an invitation to 
inspect: its new home. Chas. M. Dowe is 
President, Frank W. Stevens and Harry P. 
Sheldon, Vice-Presidents, and Fred W. Hyde, 
Cashier. 

George H. McDowell was recently elected 
Vice-President of the National Bank of 
Cohoes, Cohoes, N. Y., to succeed the late 
Thomas Breslin. Mr. McDowell entered the 
bank as a clerk in 1870 but for a time after- 
wards engaged in manufacturing. He is 
Vice-President of the;Cohoes Savings Insti- 
tution. 


The directors of the Dominion Bank, head 
office Toronto, have decided to increase the 
paid-in capital from $4,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000. The authorized capital is $10,000,000. 
The proposed issue will be allotted to the 
shareholders at $200 per share, the premium 
serving to increase the reserve fund from 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000. 
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The proposition to increase the capital of 
the Nassau National Bank of Brooklyn 
Borough, from $750,000 to $1,000,000 has 
been ratified by the stockholders. Now that 
its new $1,000,000 capital is available, the 
bank has become a member of the New 


York Clearing House Association. The ad- 
ditional stock was offered to the sharehold- 
ers pro rata at par. 


Bank Commissioner J. D. Lankford of 
Oklahoma issued a notice announcing that 
after July 20 national banks in Oklahoma 
which recently changed from state institu- 
tions and have failed to pay the assessment 
levied in March, will not be continued as 
reserve agents for Oklahoma State banks. 


George W. Scott, the oldest banker in 
Stark County, Illinois, died recently at the 
age of 78 years after a prolonged illness. 
He was the senior partner of Scott, Walters 
& Rakestraw. Mr. Scott was born in Fre- 
donia, N. Y., and soon after moved to Bech- 
ertown, Mass., and in 1851 came to Illinois 
where he formed a partnership with the late 
John Wrigley. 

The Crown City National Bank of Pasa- 
dena, Cal., the Crown City Savings Bank 
and the American Bank & Trust Company, 
of Pasadena, have entered into arrange- 
ments whereby the National Bank takes 
over the commercial business of the other 
two institutions and the American Bank & 
Trust Company will operate the savings 
business. 


The City Bank and Trust Company of 
Mobile, Ala., shows assets in excess of 
$5,000,000 and is the second largest finan- 
cial institution in the state as a result of 
the consolidation of the Central Trust Com- 
pany of Mobile with that of the City Bank 
& Trust Company. The first bank in the 
State in size is the First National Bank 
of Birmingham. 

The First National Bank of Tulsa, Okla., 
has taken over the Oklahoma National Bank 
of Tulsa and the consolidated institutions 
will be conducted under the name of the 
First National with Grant R. McCullough, 
formerly Vice-President of the Oklahoma 
National Bank, as President. The Oklahoma 
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National became a part of the National sys- 
tem several months ago having previously 
been called the Bank of Oklahoma. 

The semi-annual statement of the Guar- 
anty Trust Company of New York, as of 
June 30, 1911, is the largest ever reported 
by an American trust company. The de- 
posits are $163,000,000, which is a gain of 
over $38,000,000 since the annual statement 
of Dec. 31, 1910, and a gain of over $18,000,- 
000 since the last published statement of 
the Company, June 7. The total resources 
are now $217,000,000, as against $151,000,- 
000 six months ago. 


George Guckenberger, President of the 
Atlas National Bank of Cincinnati, died re- 
cently in his fifty-fourth year. He had 
been identified with the Atlas National 
since 1890, when he became its Cashier; in 
1893 he advanced to the office of Vice- 
President and in 1894 succeeded to the 
presidency. He also had been President of 
the Cincinnati Clearing House Association, 
Treasurer of the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce, and President of the Cincinnati 
Credit Men’s Association. 


Henry Holt & Co. of New York and Lon- 
don, have recently published a very valu- 
able book entitled, “The Stock Exchange,” 
by F. W. Hirst, editor of the London Eco- 
nomist. This work gives a brief history 
of the modern stock market and points to 
the developments that led up to the organi- 
zation of various exchanges. He throws 
many side lights upon the operations of the 
London Exchange and also in Wall Street 
and gives an immense amount of not only 
interesting but valuable information. 


In referring to the Interstate National 
Bank of Kansas City in the July issue, an 
error was made in giving the names of the 
officers of that institution, the name of the 
first President having been substituted for 
that of the present presiding officer. The 
officers of that bank are George S. Hovey, 
President, Lee Clark, chairman of the board, 
R. M. Cook, Vice-President, and William 
C. Henrici, Cashier. Mr. Henrici has held 
his present position since 1892 and Messrs. 
Clark, Hovey and Cook since December, 
1908. 


On the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Pennsylvania Trust Company of Reading, 
Pa., $25,000 was added to the surplus fund, 
making it $750,000. The institution has a 
capital of $250,000 and its action in adding 
to the surplus enabled it to show on its 
anniversary, for the first time in its history, 
a combined capital and surplus of $1,000,- 
000. Another incident which marked the 
event, was a banquet tendered by the offi- 
cers and directors to the employees. The 
company was organized on June 21, 1886. 


The management of the Bank of Idaho 
at Boise City, Idaho, has decided to increase 
its capital from $100,000 to $200,000 and to 
change its name to the Pacific National 
Bank. Both propositions have received the 
approval of the stockholders. It is stated 
that the institution is unable with its con- 
version to make use of the name under 
which it formerly operated because of its 
similarity to the titles of other banks of 
the city. H. B. Eastman has been chosen 
as President of the reorganized bank, R. F. 
Buller having retired. The institution was 
established in 1909. 


The International Trust Company of Den- 
ver, which is shortly to increase its capital 
and surplus to $1,000,000, has a new Presi- 
dent in Henry M. Blackmer, who was chosen 
to fill the vacancy due to the death of David 
H. Moffat. A. V. Hunter, who recently be- 
came President of the First National Bank 
of Denver, has been made Chairman of the 
board of the International Trust. Theodore 
G. Smith, Vice-President, and the other 
officials of the company, continue in their 
respective positions. Mr. Blackmer, the new 
head of the Trust Company, is President of 
the Cripple Creek Central Railway Com- 
pany and Vice-President of the U. S. Reduc- 
tion and Refining Company. 


Kansas City, Mo., has a new banking in- 
stitution in the Commonwealth National 
Bank, which opened for business on Monday, 
June 26. The application to organize was 
approved by the Treasury Department on 
May 5, and the charter was issued May 
24. The institution is under the presidency 
of G. M. Smith. Mr. Smith was fotmerly 
President of the Central National Bank of 
Kansas City, and later became President of 
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the National Reserve Bank, which absorbed 
the Central National in March, 1910. He 
retired as head of the National Reserve 
Bank on May 1. In the management of the 
Commonwealth National, he is assisted by 
J. E. Hutt, Vice-President; L. C. Smith, 
Cashier, and E. J. Short, Assistant Cashier. 

The board of directors of the Mercantile 
Trust Company, of New York, has voted to 
enter into an agreement of merger with the 
Bankers Trust Company of that city. The 
stockholders of the Mercantile will receive a 
cash dividend of $50 a share on their stock 
and exchange their stock share for share for 
stock in the Bankers Trust Company. Pend- 
ing the completion of Bankers Trust Com 
pany Building the business of the Mercantile 
Trust will continue to be conducted at its 
present offices and under its present official 
management. The merger will make this 
Bankers institution the greatest trust cor- 
poration of the United States, not only in the 
amount of deposits carried, which will be 
somewhat in excess of $160,000,000, but pre- 
sumably in the influence which the trust 
institution will be able to exert. 

Action toward readjusting the capital of 
the Windsor Trust Company, of New York 
City, as proposed a month ago, has been 
taken by the stockholders during the past 
month. It was first voted June 30 to reduce 
the capital from $1,000,000 to $500,000 and 
on the following day to again raise the 
amount to $1,000,000. In reducing the 
capital to $500,000 the surplus was increased 
from $130,000 to $630,000. The new $500,- 
000 of stock has been underwritten by a 
syndicate at $200 per share, and is offered 
to the present shareholders at that price. 
The premium will be placed to the surplus 
account, so that in addition to a capital 
of $1,000,000 the company will have a sur- 
plus of $1,130,000. Clark Williams, for- 
merly Superintendent of Banking in New 
York, has succeeded August Heckscher as 
President of the institution. 

Stephen M. Clement, President of the 
Marine National Bank of Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Mrs. Clement entertained the one hun- 
dred employees and officers of the institu- 
tion at their summer home at East Aurora, 
N. Y., July 4. The affair was marked by 
the presentation of a check for $5,000 voted 
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by the bank’s directors, to Thomas L. 
Jewett, in recognition of his forty years of 
service in the institution. Mr. Jewett en- 
tered the bank in 1871 and at that time 
was one of six employees. During the cele- 
bration at President Clement’s home, Mr. 
Jewett’s fellow employees presented him 
with a silver loving cup filled with orchids 
from Vice-President Albright’s greenhouse. 
Mr. Clement in tendering the check, viewed 
the bank’s progress during the period Mr. 
Jewett has been associated with it, noting 
that the resources have grown from $1,500,- 
000 to $33,000,000. 


The matter of increasing the capital of 
the Continental and Commercial National 
Bank of Chicago from $20,000,000 to $21,- 
500,000 was acted upon by the stockholders 
on Aug. 1. In issuing the additional stock, 
the bank will perfect the plans under which 
it has arranged on June 17 to acquire con- 
trol of the Hibernian Banking Association. 
An official announcement dealing with the 
subject states that the Continental and 
Commercial National Bank “is to declare 
and pay a dividend of 74% per cent out of 
its surplus and undivided profits. The divi- 
dend so declared is to be applied towards the 
payment in full, at the rate of $100 per 
share, for said increase of 15,000 shares of 
its capital stock. These shares are to be 
issued to a committee which will exchange 
them share for share, with the owners of 
the 15,000 shares of stock of the Hibernian 
Banking Association, so that the latter will 
become owners of an equal amount of stock 
of the Continental and Commercial National 
Bank.” 


The forty-first anniversary of the Dexter 
Horton National Bank of Seattle, “the old- 
est bank in Washington,” was celebrated on 
June 16, and in commemoration of the event 
the institution issued a booklet entitled “A 
Bit of History,” tracing its development. 
The bank was founded by Dexter Horton, 
who settled in Seattle in 1853, just a year 
after the founding of the city. His business 
venture, established in 1854, was originally 
that of a general store, but Mr. Horton 
was soon called upon to care for the funds 
of some of the early settlers. The increas- 
ing demands upon him as a banker indicated 
the need for a regular banking organization,

and as a consequence on June 16, 1870, he 
formed a banking partnership with David 
Phillips of San Francisco. With the death 
of Mr. Phillips in 1872, the latter’s interest 
was purchased by Arthur A. Denny, the first 
white settler in Seattle, and the name was 
changed to Dexter Horton & Co. Business 
was conducted by the institution under a 
Territorial charter from 1887 until June, 
1910, when it secured a Federal charter and 
became the Dexter Horton National Bank. 
An alliance was entered into last year be- 
tween the bank and the Washington Trust 
Company, the name of which has since been 
changed to the Washington Trust & Sav- 
ings Bank. The capital stock of the lat- 
ter ($400,000), is owned by the stockhold- 
ers of the Dexter Horton National. 


The First National Bank of Washington, 
N. J., in June increased its deposits above 
$1,600,000 lifting its total resources above 
the $2,000,000 mark. This bank has more 
than quadrupled its resources in the’ last 
twenty years or since. William S. Ritten- 
house became Cashier without any increase 
in capital stock and in face of the estab- 
lishment of five other banks in Warren 
County, N. J. The bank’s capital stock is 
only $100,000, while its surplus and net 
profits are more than double that amount. 


Walker Brothers Bankers at Salt Lake 
City, have issued an interesting booklet 
showing the history of this old banking firm 
which was established in 1859 and which five 
years ago absorbed the Salt Lake City brancn 
of the Wells Fargo & Co. Bank. Walker 
Brothers are incorporated under the laws of 
Utah and have resources in excess of $3,000,- 
000. Of existing banks west of the Missouri 
River only two were established prior to 1859 
the oldest being that of D. O. Mills & Co., 
which was founded in Sacramento in 1850, a 
vear after the discovery of gold in California. 
Two years later Wells Fargo & Co. founded a 
bank in San Francisco, their Salt Lake 
branch being established some years later. 
Ladd & Tilton in Portland and the Hibernia 
Savings and Loan Society in San Francisco 
were founded the same year as Walker 
Brothers. The booklet just issued by Walker 
Brotners contains a half tone of Main Street 
of San Francisco in 1870. Another illus- 
tration shows an ox team in front of Walker 
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Brothers Bank in 1868, while a third illus- 
tration shows Main Street in 1868. The 
fourth illustration shows the arrival of the 
first train in Salt Lake City on Jan. 10, 1870. 
Matthew H. Walker, one of the founders of 
the bank, is President, L. H. Farnsworth is 
Vice-President, E. O. Howard is cashier, and 
John H. Walker, assistant cashier. In addi- 
tion to these C. N. Strevell, a wholesale hard- 
ware merchant, George S. Auerbach, a 
pioneer dry goods merchant, H. G. McMillan, 
General Manager of the Daly West Mining 
Company and F. A. Druehl, wholesale and 
retail druggist and W. Montague Ferry com- 
pose the board of directors. 


A comprehensive chart, showing the 
growth and changes in the State, national 
and private banks in Chicago from 1896 
to 1910 inclusive, has been compiled by the 
Western Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago. 
Data covering individually all the banks 
whose figures were obtainable, which have 
operated since 1896 are presented, and the 
liquidations and mergers which have since 
taken place are indicated. In the case of 
the national institutions, twenty-five are 
shown to have been in existence fifteen 
years ago; in all since that time there have 
been 39 national banks in the city but in 
1910 the number totaled but fourteen. Of 
the original twenty-five those which have 
continued without any change in name are 
the Calumet National, the First National, 
the First National of Englewood, the Fort 
Dearborn National and the National Bank 
of the Republic. The State and private 
banks numbered 18 in 1896; the record 
shows that 64 of these institutions have 
been chartered during the period reviewed, 
with 42 remaining in existence in 1910. 
Those in operation in 1896 in which no 
change of title has occurred during the in- 
terval are the Chicago City Bank, The 
Hibernian Banking Association, the Illinois 
Trust & Savings Bank, the Merchants’ 
Loan & Trust Co., the Northern Trust Com- 
pany, the State Bank of Chicago and the 
Union Trust Company. A separate sheet 
treats of the mergers which have occurred 
during the fourteen years. In all cases the 
figures of capital and surplus and deposits 
during each year (since 1896) the institu- 
tions have operated are given.
